The Howgate Defalcation Mystery. 

WASNnINO TON. D. C., Sept. 11.—(Special.]— 
Mr. Neal, Solicitor of the Treasury. bas deter- 
mined to bring suit to recover $12,000 from the 
bondsmen of the fugitive Capt. Howgate. 
The bond was given by Howgate while dis- 
bursing agent of the Sicnal Service Bureau, 
in which capacity he became a defaulter. Up 
to this time ne attempt has been made to re- 
cover on Howgate’s bond. This is another of 
the remarkable circumstances connected with 
this most extraordinary case. The Howgate 
defalcation is a mystery from the beginning.

RAGING RIVERS. 


The Ohippewa Rises Five Feet 
Higher than During the Flood 
of 1880. 


Towns Submerged, Bridges Swept Away, 
and Hundreds of Houses Wrecked 
Heavy Railway Losses. 


Three Lives Lost and Other Fatalities Prob- 
able~Great Destitution—The Wis- 
consin Very High. 


THE CHIPPEWA AND EAU CLAIRE. 
A MAD TORRENT. . 

CHIPPEWA Falls. Wis., Sept. 11.—[Special.] 
~The mighty Chippewa rushes today through 
a valley of ruin and devastation. The river 
rose steadily until 5 this morning, when it 
reached thirty feet, bemg the highest stage of 
water ever known at this point, or five feet 
higher than in 1880. 

BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY. 

At 1 o’clock this morning the carthwork at 
Point Creek Dam gave way. the booms broke, 
and at 1:30 the logs reached the Upper Wiscon- 
sin Central bridge, across the Chippewa, car- 
rying it over the dam and on to the wagon 
bridge, taking all but two spans of this bridge. 
It swept along to the Lower Central & St. 
Paul bridge. which it entirely demolished. 

The wrecks of these bridges, together with a 
full river of logs, swept the two bridges of the 
St. Paul Road between this city and Eau Claire. 
The Omaha bridge, being above the upper 
Central bridges, stood the test, and today is the 
only means of crossing the river. 

The water cut around the south end of the 
dam at this point and carried one of Mr. New- 
ton's houses away, also a portion of the Omaha 
track. | 

HEAVY LOSSES AT FRENCHTOWN. 

Frenchtown, the town on the south side of 
the river, is fearfully devastated. From the 
bridge fora half-mile down the river were at 
least twenty-five houses. There now remain 
but four or five that are not either tipped over 
or carted around and carried off their founda- 
tions. 

The river rushes madly through the village, 
the houses remaining being submerged to the 
second-story windows. Womenand children 
were rescued at dawn today by beats, being 
taken from the second-story windows and 
through roofs. It is probable some lives were 
lost, but nothing definit is known as yet. 


‘WISCONSIN CENTRAL PROPERTY _DESTROYED. 


The slab docking along this side of the river 
putin by the Wieconsin Central last summer 
at an immense cost, there being nearly a mile 
of it, is going down the river and their track is 
submerged. The water reached the floor of 
their passenger depot, and it is feared their 
freight depot may drop in. 

THE BUSINESS DISTRICT OF CHIPPEWA FALLS 
SUBMERGED. 


The water reached, Spring street at 3 this 
morning, and all the cellars are now full in the 
business portion of the city. Nearly all the 
merchants moved a great many goods, and all 
lost a great many which were stored in the cel- 
lars. Business is practically suspended and 
citizens generally are viewing the scene of 
general destruction. 

RECEDING WATERS—REBUILDING THE BRIDGES. 

Duncan Creek spent ber fury last night and 
is now falling fast, as is also the Chippewa. 
The Council bas already begun hayling lumber 
for a bridge across the creek, and the County 
Board is now in session and will begin work on 
a wagon-bridge at once. 

A MILLION LOST. 

One or two hundred millions feet of logs 
have run by. It is just reported that Little 
Fulle has gone out. The loss will reach filly a 
million dollars. i. 

FRESH DANGER. 

Reports from up river say there is more 
water to come, but it is hoped the Chippewa 
will fall before it reaches here to save further 
damage. All the bridges across smaller streams 
in the country have been carried away. 

A DAM GOES OUT AT BLOOMER—LOST LOGS. 

At Bloomer, twelve miles from here, on Dun- 
can Creek, the water is thirty-three inches high- 
er than the big flood of 1880. The dam of 
Roache & Riggs’ mill hae gone out, involving a 
loss of 700,000 feet of logs. 


| AN UNPRECEDENTED RISE. 

Rat Cuarre, Wis., Sept. 11.—[Special.]—The 
scene of the vast flood at this point is inde- 
scribabie. Both the Chippewa and the Eau 
Claire Rivers continued to rise steadily at the 
rate of eight inches an hour, until noon today, 
when the water seemed to have reached its 
limit. A report from Chippewa Falls at 7 
o'clock this morning conveyed the information 
that the water at that point had fallen six 
inches since 4 o'clock. A later dispatch re- 
ported a gradual decline in the water, and at 
noon today it had fallen fourteen inches. 
The water here was at a standstill at 
noon,. having reached the astonishing 
hight of twenty-eight feet—five feet 
more than the great flood of June, 1880. At 2 
o'clock a fall of six inches was noticeable, and 
since that time and at the present time the fall 
has been six inches more. 

FLYING FOR SAFETY. 

Citizens were seriously alarmed as the stage of 
water increased, ana at I o'clock this morning 
all residences of the lowlands and along the 
banks of the Chippewa were notified to quit 
their homes and seek safety. An hour later 
the fre bells sounded as a danger signal, and 
many who retired at an early hour last night, 
feeling that no harm would come to them, 
were aroused from their slumbers just in time 
to make their escape, leaving household goods 
and live stock to the mercy of the mad waters, 
which swept the shores of the Chippewa, car- 
rxing with them houses, barns, trees, and every- 
thing within their reach. 

THREE MORE BRIDGES DESTROYED. 

At 3 o'clock the Kelsey street bridge, being 
the only bridge remaining which connected the 
East and West Sides, was torn from its moor- 
ings and with a deafening crash yieided to the 
rushing water power and swept down-stream. 

Almost simultaneously with this the railroad 
bridge of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Pau! 
Railway and the Price street wagon bridge 
above were torn from their positions, thus leav- 
ing the only means of crossing the river by 
way of the Omaha railroad bridge just below 
the Delis Dam. 

VAST QUANTITIES OF MERCHANDISE RUINED. 

All night long business-men were engaged 
in transporting goods from their stores to the 
highest lands and beaping the same in confused 
piles out of the water's reach. A greater por- 
tion of the north, east, and west sides are in- 
undated, and the water in many places covers 
the first floors ot business houses to a depth 
of five and six feet. The loss of merchandise 
is enormous and beyond the possibility of esti- 
mating. 

BUILDINGS FLOAT DOWN-STREAM—GAS WORKS 
RUINED. 


At 8 o'clock this evening the frame build- 
ings of F. Bonnell and A. D. Chappell, situated 
at the westend of Kelsey street bridge, fell 
with a crash and were carried down the river. 

A littie later the large frame barns belong- 
ing to the Street Car Company on First avenue, 
just below the Kelsey street bridge, were also 
floated from their stations. 

The gas-works are a complete wreck, and 
have falien a confused mass of brick and stone 
in Over ten feet of water.

STUPENDOUS PROPERTY LOSSES. 

Rau CLAire, Wis., Sept. 11.—In this city the 
loss of property by the flood is appalling and 
no satisfactory estimate can be made at this 
time. In and between Chippewa Falis and Eau 
Claire the loss will not fall short of $1,500,000, 
and it may greatly exceed thatsum. The Eau 
Claire Gas Compauy lose 350 togs of coal and 
all buildings, valued at $45,000. Business 
houses on all sides of the two rivers are sub- 
merged. Great apprehension Is felt lest when 
the water recedes foundations May be so much 
impaired as to crumble the walls. In this city 
over 200 houses have been swept away. 


THE WISCONSIN. 
NUMEROUS WASHOUTS—IMPENDING DANGER. 

Wausau, Wis., Sept. 11.—(Special.|—The 
water in the Wisconsin River is fourteen feet 
above low water and is slowly rising. The St. 
Paul tracks are badly flooded and wasbouts are 
numerous, The Wausau Lumber Company's 
and the Michigan Lumber Company's sawmiils 
bave been flooded and considerable lumber is 
under water, but none lost. The boom still 
holds, but can stand but little more. The river 
is a mile wide in places. The principal dam- 
age is to lumber flooded and roads washed out. 


THE KINNIKINNIC AND TRIBUTARIES. 
FEARFUL DEVASTATION. 

Hupson, Wis., Sept. 11.—(Special.|—The Kin- 
nikinnic is forty inches higher than it was ever 
known before. Yesterday, during a storm, the 
water rushed in a wild torrent, carrying every- 
thing before it. The bridge on the Vpper Kin- 
nikinnic was carried out, together with Clapp's 
mill-dam, besides nine other bridges on the 
main stream. All the bridges are washed out 
on the south ‘forks, including the new iron 
structure and dam at Plumb Burnett's race. 
Piles of fences are also swept away, while the 
damage to buystacks and grainis heavy. This 
storm began about 7 o'clock and lasted until 11. 
It was far removed from the cycione district, 
however, and all ocourred by au overflow of 
the Kinnikinuic. 


THE ELECTRICAL CONFERENCE. 


Proposed Establishment of a Bureau 
to Determine Physical Standards. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 10.—(|Special.|— 
The National Conference of Electrieians dis- 
cussed for two hours and a half in the hall of 
the Franklin Institute today the question of 
the establishment of a National Bureau to de- 
termine physical standards. The subject proved 
so important and so complicated that little 
progress was made, although it became evident 
that, as a whole, the conference is decidedly in 
favor of the establishment of such a bureau. 
The idea of making the bureau international 
was broached, and whatever final action is 
taken may look to that end. 

J. 8. Hilgard, Superintendent of the United 
States Coast-Survey, deprecated the establish- 
ment of a bureau which should make standards 
sanctioned by the Government. He thought 
that such a bureau would discourage the in- 
vestigations now going on in every university 
and laboratory. 

Sir William Thompson of Glasgow, Scotland, 
declared that before any action of Congress 
could come into effect methods of obtaining 
accuracy of standards would have been estab- 
lished by Engiand, France, and Germany. 
This was the more reason tor immediate action 
by the United States. 

The discussion was continued at some length 
by Prois. Abbe, Keith, Fitzgerald, and others. 
A motion was carried to refer the subject to a 
committee of three beside President Rowland, 
who should prepare a resolution which ‘should 
be reported to the conference tomorrow. The 
committee is composed of Profs. Rogers, New- 
comb, and Weed. 

PRILADELPAIA, Pa., Sept. 11.—In today’s 
session of the United States Electrical Confer- 
ence there was a long discussion upon the sub- 
ject of adopting the word Watt as a stand- 
urd measure of power. A similar proposition 
was rejected at the Paris conference, the Ger- 
mans objecting to further English innovations 
in their language, and the French having no 
letter e in theirs. Prof. Preece of London 
argued that Watt was as much American as 
Knglish, and there could be no caviling about 
the term here. Finally it was argued that the 
matter should be referred to a committee to re- 
port. 


INDUSTRIAL. 


Id le Men at Pittsburg—A Discouraging 
Outlook. 

PrrTsBurG, Pa., Sept. 11.—({Special.|—The 
industrial outlook in this city in view of the 
approaching winter is discouraging. Nearly all 
the river miners are on a strike and tie rail- 
road miners threaten to join them unless their 
wages are raised, which operators say will not 
be done. Nearly all the gilass-workers are 
idle or employed but part of the time. The 
iron trade is so stagnant that some of the 
largest works propose shutting down the latter 
part of this month unless fresh orders come 
in. Among them are the Edgar Thomson 
Steel Works at Braddock. This will add 
several thousand to the army of 
idlers. There are about 3,000 empty houses 
and rooms in this city which were formerly oc- 
cuvied by laborers who have removed else- 
where in quest of employment. The number 
of applications for assistance at the Poor 
Board is greater than at any previous time 
since the panic of 1873, and it is steadily 
increasing. The banks are doing a very light 
business, and merchants, particularly the re- 
tail class, are in despair. Pittsburg bas scidom 
experienced such an industrial crisis as she is 
now struggling with.

He 
rose this morning early, not having been able 
to sleep well. This did not specially attract his 
wife’s attention, as be has not been well since 
the failure, and bevause, owing to the heat, it 
was not remarkable that he did not sieep. His 
wife went to take her bath, and, returning a 
short time afterward, found him dying upon 
the floor in a pool of his own blood with his 
throut cut from ear to ear. He had committed 
the deed with the small blade of a penknife. 
The poor wife, nearly crazed by the shock, was 
for a moment unable to summon assistance, 
but soon the servants were notified and medi- 
cal aid was quickly at hand, but too late. The 
wife is herself very much depressed, and some

Squiers was 54 years of age, a native of Ver- 
mont, and had resided here nearly twenty 
years. He leaves a widow and two children. 
Nominally he was a banker, His banking 
consisted in loaning money in peculiar meth- 
ods. His principal customers were Govern- 
ment clerks and army and navy officers, to: 
whom he advanced money on their pay cer- 
tificates at ruinous rates of interest. At one 
time he was very sucvessful, and is reported 
to have made large profits. He had the appear 
ance ofaman of fortune and lived in good 
style. Within two or three years his 
luck forsook bim. The clerks whom he op- 
pressed by his usury frequently left him in the 
lurch without security, and he lost large sums 
of money. In addition, he speculated in a line 
of worthless stocks which greatly depreciated, 
and, his friends say, caused his ruin. 

TWO SIDES TO THE STORY. 

There are two sides to the story of his fail- 
ure, however, it being claimed by some that 
the suspension was fraudulent, and that he had 
concealed large sums of money. Certainly ng 
money has been found, and the distressed con- 
dition of his family and his very modest plans 
for the future ali indicate that he was com- 
pelled to begin the world again. 

The medica! men agree that the suicide was 
the act of an insane man, and there have been 
some indications within the last two weeks 
that his mind was failing. It is reported thata 
member of his family died insane. It is a 
question whether Squiers did not bave some 
prominent persons as partners in this business 
of usurious money-iending. That question is 
now to be settied by the courts. 

The suicide of Squiers is the climax of a 
series of crimes committed here within the last 
ten duys. There has been scarce a day when 
there has not been a murder, or some out- 
rageous assault. The crimes have been pris- 
cipally committed among the lower negro classé, 
and are due to drunkenness and the fact that 
that class so frequently carries razors as weap- 
ons and revoivers. The Police Court has 
taken notice of the increasing frequency of 
these crimes and is beginning to impose much 
beavier penalties for the carrying of concealed 
weapons. 


NEW YORK. 
FAILURE OF SUGAR-REFINERS. 

New York, Sept. 11.—|Special.|—The sugar 
trade was startled today by the announcement 
of an assignment made by Messrs. Burger, 
Hurlbut & Livingston of No. 91 Wall street, 
who for years have occupied a leading position 
in the sugar and molasses trade. Mr. Liv- 
ingston, who had been the managing man and 
capitalist gt the concern, died Sept. 1 at Wa- 
terville, N. T., and this event brought about 
the suspension. The surviving partners united 
in the assignment, which was made to Francis 
H. Platt of No. 59 Wali street. The total lia- 
bilities are about $500,000, and the assets are 
not yet known. The preferences amount to 
$174,721.66. 

The members of the firm declined to say any- 
thing about the causes of the failure, referring 
every one to the assignee. Mr. Platt said the 
suspension was due to the enormous deprecia- 
tion in sugar and molasses, of which the firm 
were large buyers and holders, and the death 
of Mr. Livingston, which had prevented the 
extension of a considerable amount of notes 
now about coming due. The failure was a 
clean one, not due in any way to defalcation dr 
to bad business management. The debts were 
mostly to banks and for borrowed money in the 
trade, and there was little doubt of any early 
settlement, as the creditors were all showing 
the utmost consideration. : 

CAUSE OF THE. COLLAPSE. 2 

A member of a firm in the same business 
said today that the failure was due largely to 
the competition forced upon the suspended 
house by the cheap grades of Cuban sugar 
which had been put upon the market. They 
were boilers of molasses and makers of vheap 
sugar, and the depreciation of a cent and a 
half per pound during the last year had been 
too much for them. 

It is not expected that any trouble will result 
to other firms, as it is generally believed that 
all the debts will be paid in full. The firm sts- 
pended Oct. 18, 1873, and was granted an ex- 
tension. Many of their debts were paid 
off before maturity, and in 1874 all tne creditors 
were paid, principal and interest. In 1880 they 
were said to have made a profit of $185,000, and 
they also claimed to have made money in 1883.

THE DEATH-ROLL. 


Julius Alphonse Willard. 

The funeral services of the late Julius Al- 
phonse Willard took place yesterday at the 
residence of his son, Dr. Samuel Willard, No, 
17 South Sheldon street. There was a large 
nümber of sincere friends and mourners pres- 
ent, for the deceased gentleman was widely 


„known and loved and in his day was a very 


prominent man. The remains were by his own 
request placed in a plain wooden coffin, but 
loving fingers had wreathed it about with im- 
mortelles, carnations, and lilies of the valley. 
The services were conducted by the Rev. Dr. 
H. W. Thomas. He said no one was so close to 
a parent asa child nor so much interested, 
and gave piace to Dr. Samuel Willard, himself 
a gray-bearded man, who gave the simple story 
of his father’s life and services in the cause of 
humanity. He said his father was born in the 
tame of Washington, was familiar with 
his Administration, and remembered per- 
fectly many events of that time. His father, 
Julius Alpbonse Willard, was born at Meriden, 
Conn., Feb. 2, 1793, and died at Chicago Sept. 9, 
1884. He was the son of the Rev. John Wil- 
lard, a Congregational minister, who was the 
son of the Rev. Dr. John Willard of Stafford, 
Conn., noted in his time as a teacher as well as 
preacher. The deceased was thus of a line of 
ministers, and, being the only son, his pious 
mother expected him to continue the calling. 

About 1802 his father moved from Meriaen, go- 
ing as a sort of missionary to Northern Ver- 
mont. When a youth he was sent to an uncle, 

the Rev. Samuel Alden, to learn the business 
of adruggist. In 1821 he married Almyra Cady, 
opened a store at Lurtienburg, Vt., and was ap- 
pointed Postmaster there. Two years later 
he opened a hotel at Franconia, near 
the foot of the White Mountains. 

All these ventures were unsuccessful 
in a pecuniary way. He then went to Boston 
as a bookkeeper for Daniel Lord, a wholesale 
merchant. Under the preaching of Dr. Lyman 
Beecher he became an earnest Christian of the 
new orthodox type. In 1831 he emigrated to 
Carroliton, III., where he taught school and 
also kept astore. He was one of the founders 
of the Presbyterian church in that town. By 
the Asiatic cholera in 1834 he lost his second 
and third sons, leaving him but one child, his 
eldest son. Moving to Alton he engaged in the 
drug business, but failed in the bard times of 
1887. Prof. Willard was a prominent anti- 
slavery partisan, and with his gun at one time 
helped to defend his friend, the Rev. Elijah P. 
Lovejoy, from the mob. He returned to Jack- 
sonville and engaged im the dry-goods husiness. 
In 1843, while assisting a fugitive slave to es- 
cape, he was arrested and hardly treated, nar- 
rowly escaping the vengeance of the mob. He 
waived trial, carrying his case to the Su- 
preme Court, and losing it there. Nothing 
daunted he continued to be a etation agent of 
the underground railroad,’’ where he did 
good service in helping fugitive siaves to es- 
cape. He became so disgusted with the indif- 
ference and opposition of the church in the 
cause of human rights that he withdrew in 
1840, and never renewed his membership. In 
1845 he removed to Quincy, returning to Alton 
in 1850. Under Buckmaster he became cierk 
of the penitentiary. In 1864 he quit active 
work, be moved to Springfield, busying himselif 
with his garden and poultry. In 1871 came 
to Chicago and lived with bis son till his death. 
He lost his wife in October, 1875. At the first 
appearance of Spiritualism he began to take 
an interest in that phenomenon, and in his lust 
years he was as energetic in Spiritualism as he 
had been in the church. He passed away full 
of hope, rejoicing to go, feeling that his welfare 
was accomplished and his work done. 

Dr. Thomas referred to the services of Mr. 
Willard in the cause of the oppressed pegro, 
when to do so was to court social ostracism, A 
man of that calibre could not be forced to say 
he believed what he did not believe. Grand 
old Lyman Beecher was of the same stock. He 
would not change a chapter in his history bad 
he the power.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 11.—(Special.}]--In 
connection with the Blaine-Sentine libel suit 
the following bit of interesting history bas 
come to light. It was Mr, Shoemaker’s original 
intention to pursue an _ ultra-conservative 
course during the campaign, and when Biaine 
was nominated he gave ironciad instructions to 
his subordinates not to write a line for publi- 
cation about Blaine’s record, private or public.

& non-aggressive fight bythe organ. Mr. Shoe- 
maker thereupon gave them to understand 
that he was running his paper and if they did 
not like its policy they could go “hence.” 
Shortly afterward, when the Cleveland scandal 
was given publicity, an article touching upon 
Blaine’s carly life and hinting at the 
old Kentucky story was prepared and 
submitted to the members of the State 
Central Committee for their approval.

GEN. LOGAN AT TOLEDO. 
AN ELOQUENT SPEECH DELIVERED BEFORE A 
LARGE AND ENTHUSIASTIC AUDIENCE. 

TOLEDO, O., Sept. 11.--Gen. John A. Logan 
was present this afternoon on the grounds of 
the Tri-State Fair Association, and ade a 
speech to an audience numbering seven or 
eight thousand. He spoke about half an hour 
upon the commercial, manufacturing, and agri- 
cultural interests of Ohio and their wonderful 
growth. He was preceded by ex-Gov. Charles 
Foster, Gen. Logan was received by the Fair 
Committee and the committee of the local Re- 
publican organization on nis arrival in the city 
this morning. 

Gen. Logan spoke at League Park tonight to 
one of the largest audienves ever assembled at 
a political meeting in this city. Previous to 
the meeting there was a parade of the Plumed 
Knights and other Republican organizations, 
numbering nearly a thousand torches. Ex- 
Gov. Charles Foster presided and opéned the 
meeting with /a brief speech, after which 
Gen. Logan; was introduced fo, the 
audience amidgreat cheers. Gen. Logan began 
by briefiy reviewing the history of the, Repub- 
lican and Democratic patties from 1860:down to 
the present time, claiming that the only monu- 
ment erected by the Democratic party in this 
country had been its course in rela to free 
trade.

Said he: The Homestead 
law passed, and it was left to a Republican 
Congress in the administration of President 
Lincoln to pass the Homestead bili ahd tne bill 
for land given agricultural colleges was signed 
by Abraham Lincoln.“ Gen. Logan discussed 
at some length the tariff plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform, insisting that it meant free 
trade, notwithstanding some Democrats claim 
he opposit, but he said it was im- 
possibie to tell from the reading of 
tne instrument itself what it meant, 
and he would propose to his friend Gov. Hen- 
cricks that he refer it to the Supreme Court of 
the United States in order to obtain proper 
construction of the amendment. [Laughter and 
applause.) Neither the letters of the Demo- 
cratic candidates for Presdent or Vice-Presi- 
dent interpreted it. We were then compelled 
to go back to the history of the party itself 
to know what it meant. The party was a free- 
trade party before the War, and when the 
Southern States seceded and established their 
Confederacy in the Confederate Constitution, 
Sec. 8, it was provided * that no tariff should be 
levied to foster industries and no bounty should 
be paid.“ In other words, they declared in favor 
of free trade, and the moment they did that 
they received the sympathy of England; not 
onlv sympathy, but the English furnished them 
with munitions of war, arms, aud ships to de- 
stroy this country. Why? Becausethe eleven 
seceding States would have been open 
to her commerce and her manu- 
factures, and it was for that 
reason in my judgment that England lent her 
support to the great Rebellion against this 
country. The Vemocratic platform ot 1880 de- 
manded a tarift for revenue only, ths Confed- 
erate Constitution a tariff for the expenses of 
government only, no tariff for the foster 
ing of industries, and the platform 
of 1884 demands a tariff sufficient 
only for the economical administration of 
the Government. They mean the same thing, 
the only difference being that one was a con- 
stitution and the other a platform. In con- 
tradistinetion of this Gen. ‘then pro- 
ceeded to discuss the position of the Republic- 
an party on the tariff question, and to the dis- 
cussion of this question the greater part of bis 
speech was devoted.

It Mr. Carl Schurz is still a Republican 
and true to the principles of the party, how 
is it that he is supporting Hendricks, who 
has opposed every principle that the Repub- 
lican party has ever maintained from its very 
inception to the present time ? 

Mr. Hendricks began opposing Repub- 
licanism when he sided with Buchanan 
and denied the right of the Government 
to coerce the seceded Southern States back 
into the Union.

He opposed every bill to raise money to put 
down the Rebellion, every revenue measure, 
the employment of colored troops, the draft 
to fill the Union ranks, the emancipation of 
the slaves and their investment with civil 
rights.

CLEVELAND ON EXHIBITION. 

It is announced that Cleveland is coming 
to Chicago, and the Iroquois Club has begun 
to make preparations for receiving him in a 
becoming manner. It is to be hoped on many 
accounts that this Chicago visit will be but 
one of a series of public appearances during 
the campaign in different parts of the country. 

In the first place, so long as there is a re- 
mote possibility that Gov. Cleveland may be 
elected President of the United States he 
owes it to himself, his party, and the Ameri- 


can people that he should inform himself to 


some extent of the vastness, the resources, 
and the character of his country. His oppor- 
tunities thus far have been exceedingly con- 
tracted. Most of his adult years have been 
passed as a second-rate lawyer and a local 
politician in a small New York city; his has 
been the narrow and monotonous career nat- 
ural to the kind of men who are usually 
chasen for Sheriffs. We doubt whether he 
has ever visited the West. His elevation to 
the Governorship of New York, coming acci- 
dentally as it did, can scarcely have broad- 
ened his range t vision. He has never been 
in Congress, nor held either political or social 
position which would bring him in contact 
with the representative men of the different 
sections. It is rather late in the day, and 
the time is limited, for him to acquire ad- 
equate knowledge of the American people by 
travel and intercourse, but it is better that he 
should get even a smattering by a tour pend- 
ing the campaign than that he should con- 
template the Presidency from a mere provin- 
-cial standpoint. 

It is also due to the people that Gov. Cleve- 
land shéuld give them an opportunity to 
measure him by personal inspection. The 
mass of people know nothing about him. 
Until he was elected Governor two years ago 
he had never been heard of outside of his 
own bailiwiek. He has never taken such part 
in public life as would familiarize his features 
and characteristics to the people. The im- 
pression which has been gained from his 
campaign portraits has been unfavorable ; they 
make him look like a sluggish, beefy man of 
small brain and no nervous force. The ac- 
counts of his private character have confirmed 
this impression. His letter of acceptance 
was also exceedingly disappointing to the 
Democrats. If Gov. Cleveland be a fit man 
for the chief office in a great Nation like 
ours, he ought to come among the people, 
show himself, talk to them, and, if it is pos- 
sible for him to do so, counteract the mis- 
givings which are generally entertained in 
regard to him. 

Cleveland’s visit to Chicago may be, as it 
certainly ought to be, the beginning of a cam- 
paign tour. He can always count upona 
crowd wherever he goes. A nomination for 
the Presidency by one of the two great parties 
is a sufficient attraction, and especially when 
the nominee is an obscure person about 
whom the people have had no opportunity of 
knowing anything. Even idle curiosity would 
impel many to seek a glimpse of a man who 
had officiated personally at two hangings. It 
may be unfortunate for him that the silk- 
stockings of the Iroquois Club propose to 
take charge of him, while the short-hairs of 
the County Democracy will manage Hen- 
dricks’ reception; but the cause of the two 
men is a common one, and Hendricks 
cannot usurp his place. If Cleveland has 
anything in him it is high time for him to 
show it to the people, and a few public re- 
ceptions and addresses in different parts of 
the country will be the best i way to to do it, 


COMMENDABLE | RINGS. 

The little Kingdom of Sweden may claim 
the credit of rings which are a blessing to the 
people, in contradistinction to our rings, 
which are a curse to politics and a still worse 
curse to the community at large as being the 
chief element of evil which oppresses the 
people by preventing provisions from becom- 
ing cheap. The Swedish rings are the 
centres of a great movement whose object it 
is to provide the workingmen and the poorer 
classes with cheap and wholesome food at 
about cost price. ' 

The Swedish ring is the idea of a gentle- 
man with the common name of Smit& and 
one who has already done much to immortal- 
ize that name by interdicting the sale of 
poisonous liquors in that country, supplying 
the market with a pure article, and confining 
the business within such bounds as will re- 
duce its evil effects to the minimum. Of his 
efforts in this direction Tug Trisune has al- 
ready made frequent mention. His work of 
reform, however, has not been confined to the 
amelioration of the drinking classes. He has 
now set about the work of helping the poor 
operatives so that they can live cheaply 
and at the same time have good food. To 
this end he has established a system of co- 
operative working institutions, such as regis- 
ter offices, economic kitchens, penny banks, 
stores, and cheap lodging-houses—all of these 
being included in one administrative group 
called a ring.“ There are already estab- 
lished in Stockholm twenty-four of these as- 
sociations, each having a thousand members. 
Their organization is peculiar. Each 1,000 
members is divided into ten groups of 100, 
each group elects its President, the ten 
group-Presidents select the President of the 
entire ring, while the whole twenty-four 
rings elect their President-in-Chief. 

The manner in which Mr. Smith worked 
out his idea is very interesting, and may con- 
tain some useful hints for other philanthro- 
pists who are studying this question. The 
conditions of labor in Sweden are somewhat 
peculiar, as it is a thinly-peopled country, 
with a short working season, and depends 
upon the capital for its few months’ supply 
of labor. Hitherto artisans have lost a great 
deal of time in their migrations. His first 
movement, therefore, was to establish labor

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tion as to the Jocality and availability 
of labor. By satisfactory investigation he 
discovered that the workingman consumes 
for himself and family at least 60 per cent of 
his wages in food, and that this portion of 
his wages was uneconomically expended, 
since, whether he obtained his food at home 
or in the brandy restaurants, the hitherto 
favorit resort of Swedish artisans, the cook- 
ery was dcficient in nutritive elements. He 
thereupon went to Germany and other coun- 
tries and made extended investigations among 
sanitarians, chemists, and the providers for 
barracks and public institutions to find out 
the most nutritious and economical food 
and the best methods of preparing 
it. The result of these investigations was 
the discovery that the ordinary daily food 
which costs 40 cents at the brandy restaurant 
could be furnished in the ring kitchen for 
28 cents and yield a profit then of about 
eight cents. He then established his kitch- 
ens at tho following scale of prices, and it 
may be added that they have proved entirely 


successful:

Half board, the same meals, but on a

The difference between complete and half 
board is one of nutrition, complete board con- 
taining 1,600 units of flesh-forming elements, 
and half board but 1,000. In order to know 
how many diners to provide for, Mr. Smith 
makes the condition that the customers take 
weekly tickets in advance. Some further 
particulars of the ring kitchen are supplied 
by a correspondent of the London Times, 
who says: 

This system can be and is acted upon in the 
case of outsiders, for to any factory or work- 
shop vhere a room oan be had tne kitchen will 
undertake to supply the meals, or, indeed, if 
need be, to the houses of the families. In all 
the kitchens a special dining-room is reserved 
for females; smoking is interdicted through- 
out, and no brandy is allowed on the premises, 
although the consumption of beer with the 
meals has no veto uponit. We have already 
seen that, in addition to the cost price of each 
day’s pension, a profit of about 3d. is left to 
the establishment, after paying all expenses. 
Indirectly the customer gets this back again, 
for by the end of the year a consid- 
erable sum has accumulated and is di- 
vided between the subscribers pro rata 
according to their consumption. Mr. Smith, 
however, does not allow this sum to be given 
in money, some of which is sure to find its way 
to the debit; but it becomes a workingman's 
fund, available in sickness or want of work, as 
also for superannuation, or for dealing at the 
stores of the rings. There is no question of 
one thing: that Mr. Smith has dealt a heavier 
blow to the drink question in Sweden than any 
amount of prohibitory laws ever have done or 
can do. As to workmen's houses, the ring has 
done great good, for itis in such excellent re- 
pute as a successful concern that house-owners 
will prefer to let a whole block or street on 
greatly reduced terms, thus avoiding the neces- 
sity of the association buliding its own houses. 
They are much sought after at rents a littie 
above what the ring pays, and the tenants 
have the comfort of feeling that they are free 
from the exactions of grasping landlords, as 
also from the evils of ill-built tenements. 

The conditions of labor in Sweden and 
labor in this country are so different that the 
Swedish ring system could not be made ap- 
plicable here in all its details, but it offers 
some hints as to the manner of purchasing 
food and to practical methods of dealing with 
the temperance question that are worth the 
serious study of social economists in dealing 
with the vexed problem of housing and feed- 


ing the laboring classes. 


THE FUNDAMENTAL ISSUE. 

Gen. Durbin Ward of Ohio is a Democrat 
of high standing and a man of large ability. 
He has frequently been honored by his party 
with nominations for important positions, 
and he ranks with Payne, Thurman, and 
Pendleton in his own State: He will readily 
be accepted by Democrats as authority on 
party questions. A few days ago he gave his 
views as to the dividing issue between the 
Republican and Democratic parties to a re- 
porter of the evening edition of the New 
York Herald in the following language: 

My long experience in watching the drift of 
parties makes me an impartial and dispassion- 
ute observer. The difference between the two 
parties is just as fixed asthe progress of hu- 
manity. The Republican party is the natural 
descendant of the old Whig and Federalist par- 
ties, although Democrats went into it on seo- 
tional IN tional] issues. The Republican party 
never bad any policy excepting the opposition 
to slavery, now a dead issue, and the concen- 
tration of power ina Federal head [National 
sovereiguty|, The Republican party went into 
power as a minority |a majority of the free 
North], and nothing but the adroit use of 
power and appeals to sectional [National] 
prejudice bas kept them in place. The Repub- 
can party was born of sectional antipathes 
[love of Nationality}, and so long as it remains 
in power sectionalism [Nationalism] will sur- 
vive. The deposition of the Republican party 
from power by Democratic victory is essential 
to the overthrow of sectionalism [Nationalism] 
and the complete restoration of unity of pa- 
triotio feeling among the States [State sover- 
eignty)]. Again, I look to approaching Demo- 
cratic success as the means of recognizing the 
right of local self-government [State sovereign- 
ty] as against centralization {Nationality} and 
making the Government that of the whole 
country and not of a section. 

With the exception of an inaccurate use of 
terms which we have indicated in brackets— 
a misuse growing out of Democratic bias and 
party habit—Durbin Ward has stated the 
fundamental Wifference between the two par- 
ties with correctness and acumen, and this 
difference, as he puts it, is just as fixed as 
the progress of humanity.” The Republican 
party comprises those who believe in Nation- 
al sovereignty, the’ Democratic party those 
who believe in State sovereignty. Transient 
questions of policy may lead to a dismember- 
ment of existing parties in the future, as in 
the past, and new hames may be adopted to 
distinguish the new alliances from the old as- 
sociations, but this fundamental difference 
will endure between the two chief parties 
contentling for the control of the Government. 

„The Republican party is the natural 
descendant of the old Whig and Federalist 
parties.” That is true to a certain extent. 
The Federal party was founded by Washing- 
ton, Hamilton, and Adams. It contemplated 
the pyramidal structure of asingle, sovereign 
Nation, embracing the broad expanse of a 


continent, ‘with ‘subordinate parts which 


should regulate their local affairs. The Dem- 
ocratic party of that day (then known as Re- 
publican) followed Jefferson in the antago- 
nism toa National sovereignty which grew 
out of his apprehensions of a too centralized 
Government and his bias for the Greek 
theory that personal liberty would be safer 
under the segregated system of small in- 
dependent States, which, for reciprocal ad- 
vantages, might league together under a 
treaty known as The Constitution.” The 
Federal party lost its hold upon the people 
not because of its great fundamental prin- 
ciple, but because it committed the error of 
withholding a hearty approval of the War of 
1812. 

The Jefferson party, having achieved suc- 
cess by a transient issue and with the aid of. 
men who had no sympathy with its State- 
sovereignty theory, began to disintegrate 
when the fundamental issue reappeared. 
Nationalism was the basis of the Whig party, 
as it was of the Federal party. Webster was 
the expounder of its constitutional principles 
and Clay the director of its policy, and both 
principles and policy were National. The 
issue of slavery led to the formation of the 


Republican „ and the war t the Relgll- | 
ion made it the National party of the time. 
Multitudes of Democrats joined it-—not on 
“sectional” issues, as Durbin Ward says 
on National grounds, because various condi- 
tions (long-continued success being one of 
them) had drawn to the Democratic party 
large numbers of men who had no sympathy 
with the State-sovereignty doctrine and the 
right of secession which it involved. The 
Republican party vindicated its claim to Na- 
tionalism by prosecuting the War for the 
preservation of the Nation to a successful 
close. ö 

Ward’s statement of the relative position 
of the two parties now is a sufficient evi- 
dence that the fundamental issue is still 
alive. His party habit prompts him to call 
State sovereignty local self-government ”’ 
and National sovereignty ‘* centralization.” 
Fortunately he has made his real meaning so 
clear in the light of history that the misap- 
plication of terms is not even misleading. 
** Sectional antipathies” is a term which be- 
longs to the theory of State seyereignty. 
The theory of Nationalism excludes that of 
sections or States, because it looks to one 
people, one country, one sovereignty. An- 
tagonism to slavery was not a “ sectional 
antipathy,” but an impulse of humanity and 
justice. The Southern States made the 
‘*sectional’’+ issue when they asserted their 
“right” to secede. ‘They maintain this 
issue today when they disfranchise the blacks 
as they formerly enslaved them. Failing to 
establish by war the ‘‘ sectional” right to set 
up independent Governments consisting of a 
group of sovereign States, they persist in 
the sectional movement for the recognition of 
State sovereignty under a Government which 
the Republieans claim to be National and 
sovereign. Gen, Ward’s statement of the 
case, divested of its misuse of terms, is an 
admission that the radical issue of National 
versus State sovereignty is still the underlying 
difference between the two parties. The 
whole country — National sovereignty— 
and not a section — State sovereignty—is 
the real issue; the Republican party is for 
the former, the Democratic party for the 
latter. 


Nosopy disputes the right of Franklin 
MacVeagh and E. G. Mason, both honorable 
men, to support Mr. Hendricks.

DEMOCRATIC mendacity has revived an- 
other old, stale, and often-exploded slander, 
one Charles H. Bergner, an alleged Republican 
at Harrisburg, Pa., serving as the prop to bol- 
ster it up.

According to Bergner, Kemble pro- 
duced two checks for these amounts before the 
Pennsylvania delegates, and defied any man to 
say be had ever had any legitimate transaction 
with Blaine or to dispute the genuineness of 
the indorsement on the canceled checks pur- 
porting to be in Blaine's handwriting. Bergner 
adds that he examined the checks, as did othor 
delegates, and became satisfied they were gen- 
uine. No more bald, unadulterated lie was 
ever conceived or brought forth, even in the 
heat of a political campaign, and this, too, aft- 
er it has been thoroughly and positively dis- 
proved by a host of witnesses, including Kem- 
ble himself, and has not a particle of evidence 
to support it in any way, shape, or form. It 
has not only been contradicted over and over 
again, but disproved on each occasion in the Phil- 
adelphia Ness by the most convincing testimony. 
It cannot be made to do duty at this late day, 
even though it masquerades under the indorse- 
ment of a prominent Republican politician of 
Harrisburg, Pa.” 

In this connection the following from the 
New York Sun of Sept. 10 is mighty interesting 
reading: 

Another exploded charge is the Harrisburg yarn 
about Bill Kemble’s paying to Blaine in checks the 
sum of $7,506 for making a certain ruling as Speaker 
of tne House. This story, which was offered 
months ago to the Sun, was unsupported by any- 
thing approaching the nature of evidence. As 
printed in the Harrisburg Patriot some time in 
June, it took the form of an alleged interview with 
Mr. Charles H. Bergner of that town. Mr. Berg- 
ner unmediately repudiated the interview, deciar- 


ing the publication was one of the most in- 
famous falsehoods that were ever printed.“ The

Science was himself appealed to, and he charac- 
terized the story as a d——d lie, without a single 
word of truth in it.“ Nota shred of the original 
fabrication survived the process of investigation ; 
yet the story as first told is now reissved through 
the Boston Post and other journals which look to 
the mysterious headquarters of the anonymous 
liars for their supply of campaign material. 

This is a shameless sort of warfare, no matter by 
whom it is conducted.

TERRIFIC STORMS. 


Two More Deaths Resulting 
Tuesday’s Tornado. 

Hupson, Wis., Sept. 11.--[{Special.]|—The 
worst of Tuesday's tornado was at the Village 
of Clear Lake, in Polk County. Star Prairie, 
in St. Croix, ranke next in the scale of impor- 
tance. Hundreds of people visited these 
stricken villages today. Somerset, South Farm- 
ington, Stanton, Deer Park, Black Brook, ana 
Clayton suffered a few severe shocks, but the 
great majorities of the injuries were small to 


any one person, though large in the aggregate. 
Two additional deaths are recorded today, be- 
ing those of the two Lee children so badly 
crushed in a falling house at Star Prairie, mak- 
ing five deaths in ali. 

Bill Nye, whose leg was broken at Clear 
Lake, is doing well, though he has not begun to 
feel funny as yet. One case of loss by light- 
ning only is reported. Wheat stacks owned by 
Elder Lake, out in the Townof Roberts, this 
county, were struck and burned. He sustained 
a similar injury about six weeks ago and lost 
some 52.000, which with the last blow will 
make a total of nearly 83.000. 

A score of persons were more or less serious- 
ly injured. Among them was Walter Lewis, a 
clerk, who was thrown across a counter and 
injured internally. 

The following bulidings were destroyed; 
Methodist Church, Congregational Church, 
Swedish Lutberan Church, Post-Office Building 
and Postmaster’s residence, W. Ingalis’ store, 
with $10,000 worth of goods; W. C. Carty’s 
general store, Smith & Lewis’ general store, H. 
A. Schult's general store, P. Burdick's billiard- 
hall and public-hall, A. II. Briggs’ drug and 
jewelry store, St. Charles Hotel, Lance’s cabi- 
net store, John E. Glover's planing-milis and 
lumber piles. Every house in town not de- 
stroyed was damaged some way—by being un- 
roofed or moved from its foundation. The 
total loss of property at Clear Lake ana vicini- 
ty is put at $250,000.

New York, Sept. 11.—|Special.j—A story 
was circulated today that yesterday Mr. John 
McCullough visited Coney Isiand, and, after 
seeing all mat was worth seeing at West 
Brighton, went to the Manhatten Beach Hotel, 
where he took dinner. About 9 O clock the 
police hoticed a man acting very strangely 
and followed him. He walked towards the ma- 
rine station, passed through it, and attempted 
to walk across the trestle-work to Brighton. 
He was stopped and put on a train, which he 
endeavored to leave while it was in motion. He 
was prevented by a policeman. As oon as the 
train stopped he walked hurriedly to 
the Hotel Brighton, closely followed by the 
poli¢eman, Who, fearing the man) would at- 
tempt suicide, did not leave him till he saw 
him at the hotel, where he was recognized by 
Mr. H. W. Sauer, manager of the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph Company, as John McCullough, 
the tragedian. He appeared to be very nervous 
and exhausted. He asked for protection, say- 
ing he was being followed by a man who 
wanted to kill him. Being unable to get a 
room, Mr. Sauer accompanied Mr. McCullough 
to the St. James Hotelin New York, where he 
was left with his manager, Mr. William Conner. 
It was also stated that before going to West 
Brighton Mr. McCullough was obseryed walking 
along the promenade at Manhattan acting in an 
eccentric manner. Mr. McCullongh’s friends 
explained that he haa not been drinking, but 
that his severe illness of a year aga left him in 
a highly nervous condition, which was aggra- 
vated by the extreme heat. At the St. James 
Hotel today Mr. McCullough was feported to 
be all right, and the stories told of him were 
characterized as sensational and untrue.

Mr. McCullough dined at Manhattan Beach 
Wednesday evening with Wright Sanford, W.

Whether there 
was a trie too much sugar, or whether the 
baleful lemons bad been supplied with a too 
liberal hand, does not appear, but certain it is, 
it affected the digestive organs of those present 
aiter amarvelous fashion.

which assumed to place you in nomination:

J. D. Kline, Alexander White, J. M. Smyth, 
George B. Swift, William Williams, P. Bird Price, 
G. W. Smith, H. L. Hertz, 

You do not suggest that we both retire from the 
Geld—that a new convention be called and a new 
candidate be nominated by means whereby the will 
of the people can have full and fair expression. 
If you did, I should accept unbesitatingly. Neither 
do you offer to submit the question to a delegate 
convention. What you want is a verdict rendered 
by the unrestrained vote of all who may choose to 
profess themselves Republican residents of the 
district. To make sure that the votes shall be as 
you want them, you require two judges out of 
every three. And, finally, you want a form of elec-

Flight of a Business-Man Who Is 


Charged with ** Irregularities.’ 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 11.—{Special.|—Mr. 
Alfred G. Isaacson, notary public, and until 
lately junior partner in the firm of J. H. & A. 
G. Isaacson, bas left the city, and is under- 
stood to be a defaulter, Two months ago his 
father was forced to dissolve the partnership 
between them on account of his numerous 
irregularities. Serious charges, bowever, are 
preferred. About four years ago a widow re- 
siding in this city intrusted her money to Mr. 
J. H. Isaacson, and eventually it was trans- 
ferred to the son. The money, amounting to 
upwards of $2,500, was to be invested in mort- 
gages on real estate in Montreal. Subsequently 
she was warned that Mr. [Isaacson Jr, was living 
a life of great dissipation. The woman in- 
formed Isaacson of what she had heard and 
called upon him to refund the money. This he 
promised to do, butasshe failed to receive 
her money sbe intrusted her case to her attor- 
neys. who were in hopes of effecting a settle- 
ment until Monday night, when Isaacson left 
the city. This was the evening before the date 
on which the first instaliment was to have been 
puid. It has since been learned that all the 
cash had been spent, and that Isaacson had 
been paying the interest himself. 

Another case has come to light in which a 
Miss Webster intrusted $2,000 to Mr. J. H. 
Isaacson to be lent to the heérs of Dufresne. 
The obligation and mortgage were duly. made 
and signed and transmitted to Miss Webster, 
and at the same time $2,000 was handed over to 
Mr, J. H. Isaacson. The amount was deposited 
in the Ontario Bank, and cnecks were drawn 
against it by Mr. Isaacson Sr. payable to several 
of the heirs of Dufresne: Miss Webster 
heard no more of this matter until she 
was served with a Superior Court action 
taken out by attorneys for the tutor 
to the minor heirs of Dufresne. the 
writ setting forth that a part of the obligation 
amounting to $386 had not been paid. Miss 
Webster replied that the money had been paid 


to J. H. Isaacson, who was responsible. Further 


investigation elicited the fact that a check for 
$386 had been drawn payable to bearer and had 
been misappropriated by Alfred Isaacson. Miss 
Webster was this morning seen by a repre- 
sentative of the press, when she stated the 
facts mentioned, and declared that if the 
money was not immediately paid over she 
would take criminal proceedings against 
Isaacson, who is understood to be in New York.

Immigration Returns. 

Orrawa., Ont., Sept. 11.—The immigration re- 
turns for August show that 14,836 immigrants 
landed in Canada. Of these 5,895 were passen- 
gers for the United States, leaving 8,941 who 
settied in the Dominion. Since the Ist of Jan- 
uary 112,512 entered Canada as immigrants, 
48,275 of whom intended settling in the United 
States, leaving 64,235 who settled in the Domin- 
ion. These figures are below those for the cor- 
responding period of 1883, when up to the end 
of August 134,837 persons had landed in Can- 
ada. Of these 80,011 settled in the country, 
and 54,826 went to the States.

% Leaves of Grass.“ 

CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—/Editor of The Tribune. } 
In looking over the catalog of the Public 
Library I was surprised to see that Walt 
Whitman's Leaves of Grass is not to be 
found in that excellent instituuon. On men- 
tioning this fact to the Librarian he informed 
me that he would not have any book in the li- 
brary for the possession of which he might oe 
prosecuted; that Leaves of Grass is an in- 
decent and obsoene book which ought not 
to be tolerated in any respectable library. 

The question now arises whether the library 
is to be formed in accordance with the private 
taste of the Librarian or in accordance with 
the public demand. I, for one (and I know 
that there are many of the same opinion), 
find nothing indecent in Leaves of Grass.“ 
but on the contrary think that in the poems 
that are considered so objectionabie Mr. Whit- 
man has ennobled and exalted what has 
hitherto been debased and degraded by the 
wrong tendency ot our false civilization. It is 
about time that an end were made to this mock 
modesty and prurient prudery. But the Li- 
brarian seems to find nothing objectionable in 
the writings of Chaucer, Shakspeare, Byron, 
and, not content with these, he also filis his 
sheives with translations of the classics, 
Rousseau’s Confessions,“ Goethe's Elective 
Affinities,” and other worksin foreign tongues 
too numerous to mention, which, judged from 
his standpoint, contain passages not a whit less 
objectionable than those referred to in 
* Leaves of Grass.”’ 

With the exception of Emerson Leaves of 
Gruss is the only purely aboriginal, autoch- 
thonic piece of American literature we have; 
and it is a shame and disgrace that cannot be 
too severely censured that a book which is 
capable of doing so much good should be ex- 
cluded from an American public library on ac- 
count of the fastidious, finical squeamishness 
of its Librarian.

PIG-IRON. 


A New Plan for Restricting Produc- 
tion. 

Prrrsnond, Pa., Sept. 10.—The proposition 
to shut down all pig-iron furnaces four weeks 
in the next two months baving been aban- 
doned as impracticable, the Western Pig-Iron 
Association has decided upon a new plan for 
restricting production, and, instead of four 
weeks’ stoppage in two months, they propose a 
stoppage be made within six months, the 
length to be fixed by each operator. A circu- 
lar mailed from their office in this city today 
says: 

We ask each furnace of the country to join 
in a movement looking to a restriction of pro- 
duction on a plan that shall be so broad as to 
take in the peculiar circumstances of each. 
The only terms laid down as to this restriction 
are that it shall take place within the next six 
months; that the restriction shall be insuch a 


way and at such atime as shall suit the con- 
venience or furnaces—either by bank- 
ing for one long period, or 


tor several shorter periods in this time, or by 
blowing out eariier or starting later than con- 
3emplated, or, where a concern has several 
furnaces, putting one or more of them out of 
blast, or by running the furnaces at reduced 
capacity. 

In addition to this it is contemplated in the 
plan that if restrictions of production should 
result in the price advancing $9, or stocks at 
the furnaces being reduced to 100,000 tons, then 
the agreement will no longer be binding.

The fall of a timber weighing about a ton 
from the tower of the new Bogrd of Trade 
Building to the sidewalk caused considerable 
excitement yesterday, though no one was hurt. 
The workmen were engaged in removing the 
brages that supported the derrick. Tne main 
brace was being let dowm when the ropes 
slipped from the hands of the workmen and 
the buge timber began its rapid descent. The 
workmen above shouted to those below, and a 
man across the way also warned them. They 
barely gotout of the way when the timber 
struck the stone sidewalk, completely shatter- 
ing it. One man who narrowly escaped knelt 
down and gave thanks for his deliverance. 


The Eastern Anthracite Coal Shippers’ As- 
sociation heid an adjourned meeting yesterday 
at the Grand Pacific to consider the adoption of 
a sale of rates and prices on hard coal deliv- 
ered in Chicago. The market has been de 
moralized during the summer by the cutting of 
prices, and great dissatisfaction has been 
caused thereby, it being claimed that some 
were able to make contracts below schedule 
prices. An attempt was made at Buffalo some 
two weeks since to throw oil upon the waters, 
but it was not successful. The retail dealers 
met last night at the Pacific and appointed a 
committee of conference, which resuited in the 
virtual concession to them by the shippers of 
the right to regulate and fix loca! prices.

BURGLARIES.

“popular family paper,“ it has agreed to send 
each subscriber a numbered receipt entitling 
the holder to a chance in various prizes, placed 
at 100,000 in number and valued at $55,00u, there 
being five cash presents of $1,000 cach, and 
planes, watches, tea sets, parlor furniture. 
bicyeles, trotting horses, rolier-skates, and 
many other articles included in the catalog 
of gifts. For $1 a year's subscription to 
the newspaper would be given, also two re 
Ceipts good for two presents in the grand dis- 
tribution” to take place June 15, and a copy of 
the “National Standard Dictionary.” which 
was represented as “superbly bound in cloth 
and gilt, containing 40,000 words and innum- 
erabie engravings. There were several other 
special and extraord offers to induce the 
general public to the belief that the Enterprise 
* 8 aspired to become a broad-gaged ben- 
ed r ot the human race, and these benevo- 
lent schemes were heralded by circulars, in the 
mailing of which half a dozen girls were busily 
engaged for weeks. The bead of the Enterprise 
Company was a young man giving the

that but one edicdon of the Enterprise was ever 
mailed to subscribers. Half a dozen large 
boxés containing the dictionary were received 
at the company's office, and it is believed 
thata number of these were distributed here 
and there. The complaints, however, became 
so numerous that the company issued more 
eirchlars explaining its delay in delivering the 
dictionary on the ground that the orders had 
been too numerous to keep up with the demand, 
and begging for a little indulgence. The 
“grand drawing, however, as set for June 
15, Was postponed, it is said, for exactly an op- 
posit reason—subscribers hadn’t rolled in 80 
extensively as anticipated, and therefore the 
day. when subscribers were to be made 
happy with $1,000 checks was regretfully put 
at another date in the future. 

About this time, bowever, the real-estate 
firm which rented the room to Mr. Wilson and 
his venerable friend became aware of the nat- 
ure of their business. It is said that one of 
the girls who folded circulars’ leaned roman- 
tically toward a youthful clerk in the employ 
of the l-estate men, and in her guilelesness 
and infloecence gave the young man a circular 
which told him of the fortuftes being given 
away 80 prodigally beneath that roof. 
This cireviar was shown to the firm, to whom 
a plance was sufficient. 4 visit was 
at once made to Room No, 387, and a 
not very polite invitation extended to the 
Enterprise veople to pack up their traps 
and get out, or else expect a visit from a Post- 
Office Inspector.

LIKE CATTLE. 
DISGUSTING CONDITION OF AN OVERCROWDED 
WEST-SIDE TENEMENT. 

A reporter for Tux TRIBUNE Visited the house 
at No. 104 West Chicago avenue yesterday, the 
crowded condition of which bad been the sub- 
ject of a report by the Tenement-House In- 
spectors the previous day. The inspectors 
state that nine*families live in one room in the 
basement. All these are Poles of recent ar- 
rival, and nene of them speuk English. Seen 
from the street the house seems to consist of 
one-story and basement. It stands on a corner 
of the street close to the west approach to the 
Chicago avenue bridge, where the grading is 
very bigh. The block upon. which tne house 
stands is of the natural grade, which makes a 
difference of fifteen or sixteen feet between it 
and the level of the two streets, 

On close inspection what appears at a dis- 
tanee as the basement is seen to be only the 
first story. a part of which is beneath the level 
of the sidewalk. Between the front of the 
house and the basement proper a flight of 
rickety wooden steps leads down to the 
basement, which is reached by a side en- 
trance. This stair terminates at the botton 
under the wooden sidewalk, which affords a 
sort of shelter overhead. The space beneath 
on two sides of the house is used asa yard. It 
was in a wretched state of disorder, filled with 
bay, rubbish, and plunder of eyery kind. En- 
trance to the basement was easily effected by 
asking tor a fictitious person who did not re- 
side there. Nothing but the nume was under- 
stood, and a general smile was provoked by the 
question. Quite a crowd came out of the room 
and blocked up the doorway. They appeared 
very jovial, notwithstanding the dirt, and 
seemed to be saying to one another: \/* What 
is be saying? What language is it? ete. 
Presently a woman ascended the stairs, gave 
one or two calls, and returned with a boy about 
12 years old, who understood what was asked, 
ard was used as an interpreter. He said the 
man did not live there, and that only three 
families lived in the basement, 

While making the inguiriés the reporter 
pressed into the moldy basement, and made a 
rapid inspection of the surroundings. Its di- 
mensions did not exceed 18x20. On one side 
there were two cooking stoves, neither of 
which had any fire in it, and one was cov- 
ered with potatoes. In the end fronting on 
Chicago avenue there were two beds, the foot- 
boards of which almost touched each other. 
Two other beds were similariy arranged against 
the east wall, and there was a mattress and 
some other bedding piled upin the northwest 
corner, which was close to the stove. Nothing 
in the shape of food was seen except potatoes, 
quantities of which were piled up in several 
parts ot the room, always near some- 
thing which could easily be identified 
us the property of the owner. About haifa 
bushel was found piled up in the middle of 
one of che beds. The bed was made of straw 
covered with dirty rags. A woman sat in the 
middie of it, close to the potatoes, with a knife 
and pan, washing or peeling them. The chaik- 
marks, said by the inspectors to have been 
made on the floor to show the portions of space 
allotted to each family. were nowhere visible, 
though they may have been under the dust and 
dirt. 

The place was as filthy as a cattle-pen, and 
the people seemed to have but little more in- 
telligence than animals. The reporter stood in 
the midst of the dirty, ragged children, whose 
faces were mottied with mud and dirt, whose 
huir looked as if it had never been combed, 
Some of it was matted together in ail shapes, 
while other heads had been clipped, possibly 
with a pair of sheep-shears. In all there were 
‘sixteen children, five women, and three men 
standing in the room of the basement or about 


the door at that time. The men 
and women were  »barefooted and as 
dirty as the children. While they 


‘denied that there were more than three 


families quartered there, it is quite probabie 
that they did so through fear of being dis- 
turbed by the authorities. Their good humor 
was apparently remarkable; and the circum- 
stances strong'y contradict the oid adage that 
two women can never live in peace under 
one root. 


THE UNDERWRITERS. 
PAPERS READ AT THE CONCLUDING SESSIONS— 
OFFICERS ELECTED. 

The Fire Underwriters’ Association began its 
second day's session with the reports of the 
State Boards, which showed a genoral increase 
of local boards and a fairly satisfactory condi- 
tion of the organizations. 

A paper on Rates and Coinsurance was 
read by W. F. Fox of Milwaukee, in which be 
advocated the adoption of the coinsurance 
ciause by all companies, 

The Committee on Rates for Dwellings 
recommended a greatly increased tariff 
on small and on costly dwellings and an in- 
crease on all dwellings, as the present rates 
were considered too low. 

A paper on ** Incendiarism,”’ by Milo E. Law- 
retice, closed the morning session. During the 
last year, he said, the loss by fire was in excess 
of $100,000,000, resulting from 20,489 fires. It 
was estimated that one-third of ali fires were 
caused by incendiarism, and probably two- 
fifths of the annua: waste was the result of 
crime. Geographically, Georgia in the num- 
ber of her incendiary fires exceeded the entire 
West, New York exceeded the New England 
States, and Indiana the combined incendiary 
fires of Pennsylvania, Iowa, Kansas, and Cali- 
fornia. The replacing of the policy of abso- 
dute indemnity with a policy dividing loss be- 
tween the assured and the companies wus ad- 
vised as the only practical remedy toward re- 
ducing the annual loss from this source of 
$40,000,000. The honest insurer would then no 
longer be required to pay a tribute to crime in 
bigher premiums. 

At the afternoon session W. R. Freeman of 
Chicago gave an address on logs and lumder 
from the insurance standpoint, and was fol- 
lowed by J. T. Dargan, who took up the differ- 
ence between the fire bazard in Europe and in 
the United States. 

The Committee on the Three-Quarters Clause 
Suggested that the entire fire-insurance system 
be upon the basis of a joint 
adoption of tne coinsurance and three-quarter 
clauses. A discussion followed the re- 
port, in which opinions seemed about equally 
divided between the two c 


tauses.

THE LOTTERY CASES. 
CONVICTION OF ONE OFFENDER—PLEAS OF 
NOT GUILTY. 


Judge Barnum took up the lottery cases yes- 
terday, but asmany of the witnesses were ab- 
sent from the city only three of the thirty- 
three cases were disposed of. Officer Baer's 
testimony locating the dens where he found 
the lotteries and policy games running was 
given intoo straightforward a manner to be 
gainsaid, and no effort was made by the de- 
fense to impeach bim. That passed, and jury 
trial waived, the attorney for the lottery-men 
asked the court to look upon the lottery game 
as he would on an ordinary bet on a horse-race 


or the chances of a candidate's election to 
office. Assistant State-Attorney Ingham asked 
the court to convict under the count in the in- 
dictment for the setting up of a lottery and the 
selling of lottery tickets. A particular case 
wus selected and Edward Early was put on 
trial. It was explained that the lottery game, 
as conducted by Early, consisted of the 
manipulation of numbers on which chances 
were taken by the buyer. The figures from 
one to seventy were put into a glass wheel 
which was whirled rapidly about for a few 
seconds. Then twelve figures were drawn hap- 
bazard from the wheel, the purcbaser having 
previously bought a guess that a certain four 
figures would be among the twelve drawn from 
the wheel. If three of the four guessed should 
actually be among the twelve drawn from the 
seventy the purchaser of a chance would be 
entitled to a gie or money pot containing 
about $5. The chances in his favor are about 
one in a thousand. The question was raised 
that the ordinary game of policy is not a lot 
tery, but the court ruled that the objection 
made to aconviction on the round that the 
scheme for getting money on these numbers 
was not a lottery but a bet would not hold. 
It was claimed that that mode of taking 
it as a bet would relieve. the trick 
the odium of the _ criminality of 
a lottery, but this case differed very 
widely from the ordinary betting on a horse- 
race, as in such a case there were the ad- 
vantages to the better arising from his experi- 
ence in the running speed of horses—the 
chance always reinforced by the skill and ex- 
perience of the better. But in the case of pure 
lottery there was no show for bim who put bis 
money up except in the chance itself. The 
man pays for his chance outright, and his tick- 
etis all he has. Even before the wheel is 
turned his money is gone, it is no longer his, 
it is in the hands of his adversary. Every lot- 
tery included a bet and also the price of the 
ticket paid down absolutely, the company, now 
and herein hand having the spot cash for the 
man's chance, itself running no risk whatever. 
The offense, therefore. was against the people 
of the State, and he must find Early guilty. 
Judge Barnum will sentence Early today. 

J. H. Hurd was tried and tound not guilty, 
and a plea of not guilty was entered in Fred 
Erby’s case. B. Frank Moore, Dalzell, and 
Fred Erby have closed their shops and quit 
business. 


FIRE ENGINEERS 
INSPECTING EXHIBITS AND TESTS AND VISITING 
THE STATE FAIR. 

The National Association of Fire Engineers 
resumed its session yesterday morning. The 
program for the day was the inspection of the 
various exhibits and tests. In the afternoon a 
drive to the State Fair via Washington boule- 
vard and Garfield Park was indulged in. In 
the evening the visiting of insurance patrol 
quarters and an exhibition drill filled out the 
program. 

The appointment of the following fire engi- 
neers as a committee to attend the exhibits 
and tests and report thereon was made: W. 
Strekell, Nashville, Tenn., Chairman; C. 
O’Shey, New York; A. L. Hamilton, Chilli- 
cothe, O.; C. Kahn, Dallas, Tex.; and E. Hughes, 
Louisville, Ky. The meeting then adjourned 
until 2 o'clock, and the committee started on 
their work. The vicinity of No. 1 Engine- 
house, corner of Franklin and Albany streets, 
was the scene of the outdoor exhibits. These 
consisted in a shop-wagon containing samples 
of portable extinguishers, lamps, torches, bells, 
hose-pipes, nozzles, gongs, patent door-open- 
ers, etc. Chemical engines, trucks, etc., were 
also submitted. Then came an exhibition of 
two ladders used by the Chicago Fire Depart- 


ment. The first, seventy-five feet in length, 
was raised in forty-five seconds, and 
the other, fifty feet long, was raised 


in twenty-eight seconds. A tkhirty-six-foot lad- 
der with a man ascending it while it was being 
raised was erected in twenty-eight seconds, and 
in another attempt it was done in twenty-one 
seconds. The next display was that of a fire- 
escape and stand-pipe. That on the building 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy offices 
was used, and two steamers applied to the pipe. 
A one-and-a-baif-incb stream was tbrown from 
a fifty-foot section on top of the building. 
Some automatic sprinkiers and hand-grenades 
were next shown. An automatic fire-escape 
was next exhibited, the Newsboys’ Home being 
used to experiment on. This consisted of a 
pulley attached to the ceiling of a room, 
through which an iron cable ran, A belt was 
atiached to a man, and he was let down gently 
to the ground, the speed of his descent being 
reguiated by a governor attached to the pulley. 

At 2 o'clock the committee resumed their 
work, while the rest of the engineers boaraed 
hacks and drove to the State Fair. 

In the evening the engineers, having returned 
from their drive to the fair, visited Bullwinkie’s 
insurance patrol. Here the various apparati 
was examined. An exhibition drill was made 
and the workings of the patrol shown and ex- 
piained. This concluded the work of the asso- 
ciation for the day. Today the engineers drive 
out to Pullman at half-past 9 o’clock. They re- 
turn throueh Jackson and South Parks, and 
the boulevard. 


A SALESWOMAN. 
TROUBLE WHICH GREW OUT OF BEN ANDREWS’ 
REGARD. 

Mrs. Sarah Andrews, who keeps a Yankee- 
notion store at No. 361 State street, advertised 
last October for a sales woman. Miss Petrie 
Kramer of Humboldt Park saw the advertise- 
ment and secured the job at a salary of $6a 
week. Miss Petrie, who is young and good- 
looking, gained the esteem of her employer 
and was “courted’’ by Ben Andrews, the 18- 
year-old son of Mrs. Andrews. The infatuated 
young man took the girl to the panorama and 
Hooley’s Theatre, and made her many presents. 
The proprietress of the establishment, not 
knowing of Ben’s liberality to the girl, and 
noticing that she had in ber possession some 
goods that should have been in stock in the 
store, caused the arrest of Petrie, and she was 
held to the Criminal Court by Justice 
Meech. She had a jury trial yester- 
day in Judge Shepard's court. The 
evidence showed that Petrie had borrowed 
a pair of 50-cent gloves from Mrs, Andrews 
which she had never returned, and that she 
had carried to her home in Humboldt Park 
mine yards of silk and two jersey sacques 
which bad been presented to her by the liberal 
Ben.

ing bim to take charge of all the 
two companies from Cleveland 
He at once acted on bis instructions and com- 


municated with the representatives of the 
Baltimore & Obio and Bankers’ & Merchants’. 

It is understood that the Baltimore & Ohio 
refused to hand over the charge of affairs at 
St. Louis until Mr. Parker produced bis official 
instructions. he was expecting imme- 
diately. 

Mr. Pettit of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ had 
received no instructions from the New York 
office beyond Manager Mott's message to Su- 
perintendent Parker. 


THE STOREY CASE. 

MR. A. L. PATTERSON COURTS INVESTIGATION, 
BUT NOT BY SEPTIMIUS VATER OR WILLIAM 
HENRY SMITH. 

Yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock was the 
hour fixed by Judge Knickerbocker for final 
disposition of the petition of Mrs. Storey to 
have an examiner appointed to overhaul the 
business affairs of the Chicago Times, and ot 
Mr. Storey generally, for the discovery of 
alleged mismanagement on the partof Austin 
L. Patterson. It was expected that the ques- 
tion of appeal from the conservatorship pro- 
ceeding in the Probate Court to the Circuit Court 
would also be passed upon. At the appointed 
hour, however. Judge Trumbull was absent 
and Mr. Asay requested an adjournment. Judge 
Knickerbocker finally set the matters for 4 
o'clock, but at that hour ali of the parties con- 
cerned asked that the matters might go over 
until 12 o’clock today, agreeing to be in readi- 
ness at that hour. 

The only new feature in the case was the 
filing by Mr. Goudy of an afiidavit by Austin L. 
Patterson expressing complete willingness to 
have his management of the Times and Mr. 
Storcy’s affairs investigated on behalf of Mrs. 
Storey by Judge Trumbull ana Mr. Asay and 
any expert bookkeeper or printer resident in 
Chicago. But Mr. Patterson objects to Septim- 
jus Vater as such cxaminer, alleging that he 
is a non-resident, and that be has had no traio- 
ing to qualify him to examine into such a large 
business as that carried on by the Times: also 
that he (Vater) was selected and called to Chi- 
cago by a telegram sent at the instance of Will- 
jam Henry Smith and William Penn Nixon, and 
that the object was to place him in the Chi- 
cago Times establishment, as a permanent 
bookkeeper, with the purpose ot displacing 
Patterson as business manager as soon as the 
said Vater should become sufficiently ac- 
quainted with the business to dispense with his 
services. Mr. Patterson believes that Vater 
is in Mrs. Storey’s employ; that his examina- 
tion would be unfair, made with the view of 
ousting Patterson as manager and as conserv- 
ator regardiess of the grounds. The affidavit 
continues: 

And the deponent objects to the appoint- 
ment of William Henry Smith to make such ex- 
amination, because, as he says upon information 
and belief, the said William Henry Smith will 
be unable to make the examination in person, 
but will merely select and appoint the person to 
conduct such examination. He further says, 
upon information and belief, that the said Will- 
iam Henry Smith is astockholder in the name of 
his son in the Inter-Ocean and is interested ad- 
versely to the Chicago Times in that enter- 
prise. And the deponent further says that said 
William Heury Smith advised Mrs. Storey on or 
about the Ist of July not to make any dis- 
closure to the deponent of the suspicions ex- 
isting about his management, and that, acting 
under such advice, Mrs. Storey withdrew an 
authority she had granted to Judge Tree to 
make such examination on the condition that 
he first informed Mr. Patterson of any sus- 
picions or charges against him, and deponent 
believes that the object of William Henry 
Smithin giving such advice was to prevent a 
fair investigation iato the business manage- 
ment of the deponent, and to procure his re- 
moval from the position he then occupied. 

And deponent says as an additional reason 
why William Henry Smith should not be desig- 
nated that since these proceedings commenced 
he has received letters from William Henry 
Smith, threatening and abusive in their char- 
acter, and indicative of a hostile feeling to him, 
and he believes said William Henry Smith is a 
personal enemy, and wiil make use of his posi- 
tion, if appointed, to unjustly smirch the 
reputation and character of deponent. 

** Deponent further says that the managers 
of the Inter-Ocean bave at different times ex- 
hibited personal hostility and rivalry to the 
Chicago Times, and its owner and manage- 
meat, and the deponent believes that if any 
investigation should be made by William 
Henry Smith it would be conducted in the in- 
terestof the Inter-Ocean, and that the informa- 
tion obtained would be used to the injury of 
the Times. And the deponent most earnestly 
protests against the appointment of the said 
William Henry Smith or of Septimius Vater.” 

Mr. Patterson suggests the following persons 
as satisfactory to himself as examiners: Her- 
mann Raster, editor of the Staats-Zeitung; 
Joseph Medill, editor of THe Triscune; Alfred 
Cowles, business manager of THE TRIBUNE; 
Andrew Shuman, editor of the Evening Jour- 
nal, or John R. Wilson, publisher of the same 
paper; Martin J. Russell, editor of the Herald; 
or any person selected by Marder, Luse & Co., 
or Barnhart Bros. & Spindler, firms engaged 
in the business of selling supplies of printers 
and newspapers. 


LAND-OWNERS 
AT HYDE PARK OBJECT TO BEING CHEATED 
OUT OF THEIR PROPERTY. 
In May of 1883 the Village of Hyde Park 
passed an ordinance for opening and extending 
Ewing avenue to Harbor ayenue. The usual 
condemnation proceedings were begun, and in 
the petition it was claimed that the Calumet & 
Chicago Canal & Dock Company owtféd a large 
part of the land to be condemned. The only 
other defendants were unknown owners.” 
In due course of time a verdict for $11,290 was 
rendered in favor of the Calumet company and 
for $10,000 in favor of **unknown owners.” 
Yesterday a bill was filed in the Circuit Court 
by Martin and Louis Hanesier, Martin Behn 
Sr., Martin Behn Jr., William Behn, August 
Hemke, and Fred. Meirendorf, in which they 
claim to be the owners of the land taken for 
the street- Opening. and claim to have had open 
and exclusive possession of it for years; that 
the proceedings were fraudulently pushed 
through; that tne publication notice was made 
in an obscure paper; and that they only learned 
a few days ago of the full extent of the fraud 
practicea on them. Their land is worth $165,- 
000, and has been damaged $36,500. They have 
been otfered 520.000 indirectly if they would 
let the street go through. Not wishing to fight 
a corpuration they gave their permission, but 
have since learned they can only legally get 
$10,000. They fear if the town goes on to col- 
lect the assessment they will never get any 
more, and they now ask that the condemnation 
proceedings be set aside, and the village pre- 
vented from taking their property. 


TAX-FERRETING. 
VAN PELT WILL APPEAL TO THE STATE BOARD 
OF EQUALIZATION. 


County Commissioners Van Pelt and Senne 
will go to Springfield Monday for the purpose 
of submitting the report of the County Com- 
mittee on Equalization to the State Board of 
Equalization. Van Pelt has drawn up a some- 


what lengthy screed, which he will present to 
the board upon his own responsibility, setting 
forth that the assessment in certain parts of 
Cook County is anything but satisfactory, and 


that the committee is prepared to fur- 
nish a list of corporations and firms 
that have either not been assessed 


at all or assessed at a suspiciously low figure. 
This screed will be supplemented bya list of 
names of firms and corporations made out by 
Van Pelt's tax ferrets as having been inade- 
quately assessed. These same cases were be- 
fore the County Board Committee on Equali- 
zation, but after the parties in question had 
been summoned before the committee by Van 
Pelt, he failed after the most rigid examina- 
tion to make anything like a case against them 
or the assessor (Mr. Frank Drake), whom he 
was trying to put in a false light before the 
public. 


A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


A Man Impaled by a Bar of Red-Hot 
Iron. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 11.—{Special. |— 
This afternoon, at the South Tredgar Iron & 
Nail Works, the mill bands were at work run- 
ning the bar iron through the roller in order 
to make long rods from which railroad spikes 
are made. Thomas Griffiths was at work on 
one side of a roller, and the bar was nearly 
rolled to the proper size, when it was returned 
to his side through the roller. It came with 
considerable velocity, which caused bis 
hands to slip, and before be could 
get out of the the red-hot bar 
was thrust through the abdomen, entering the 
cavity. His terrible screams brought all the 
men to his assistance, and he was immediately 
taken to his home. His clothing was burned 
through, and his body where the red-hot iron 
entered was charred and torn. All that med- 
ical skill could accomplish was done to relieve 
his excruciating agony. The man is suffermg 
terribly, and the circumstances of his condi- 
tion are such as to indicate that he will be 
dead in a few hours. Griffiths was a popular 
man and had the respect of all who knew bim.

MURDERED BY HIS WIFE 


The Death of the Attorney-General 
of Liberia Not an Accident. 

Rochester (N. V.] Dispatch to New York 
Tribune: The death of Henry W. Johnson, 
Attorney-General of the Republic of Liberia, 
Africa, was chronicled by the Post-Express in 
March, when it was reported that be had died 
in consequence of an accident. From a letter 
just received by Henry G. Johnson & Son of 
this city it is learned that Mr. Johnson was 
murdered by his wife while chiding ber for 
her unfaithfulness, The dead man was of 
great attainments. He was born in Vermont 
and was 62 years of age. He lived for a con- 
siderable time in Canandaigua, Ontario County, 
where he studied law. In 1866 be went to 
Liberia as agent for the New Jersey Coioniza- 
tion Society and two years later he was made 


Attorney-General. In 1868 he was in- 
trusted with a mission to England to 
negotiate a loan of $500,000 for the 


Liberian Government, and he had an audi- 
ence with Queen Victoria. One of bis daugh- 
ters is the wife of Thaddeus N. Williams, Sec- 
retary of the Interior of Liberia, and the other 
of H. W. Witherspoon. Mr. Johnson's first 
wife died in Liberia, and about three years ago 
he murried Hester Simpson, age 32. It is as- 
serted that the woman married him in order to 
gain possession of his property, which consist- 
ed of a coffee plantation of 1,500 acres. A letter 
from Mrs. Williams says: His wife's mother 
made her boast to my husband and others that 
ber daughter would kill old Johnson in less 
than six months and be banged for him. He 
forbade her having any man sleep in his house 
during his absence. Her own pride ought to 
have told her better. She bid bold defiance to 
his orders and got a man to sleep in 
the house while father was absent attending 
the Supreme Court. Father was so excited that 
he did not stop to tell us, but started directly 
for bome. On his arrival of course he went 
to inquire into the matter. This she would 
not tolerate and commenced upon him. It was 
proved that he only struck her in self-defense. 
He told her that he wanted no disturbance, but 
could not tolerate her as his wife any longer. 
Her reply was that she would leave that 
house only upon his dead body. After she 
pushed father out of the piazza he caught her 
and pulled her after him. Then many of 
tather’s friends went to his relief, and all they 
could do was to keep ber from shooting him. 
He died soon after, and bis wife was convicted 
of manslaughter, after an able prosecution of 
two trials, the first occupying five days and the 
second seven days, She was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life.“ 

The letter also states that Mr. Johnson left a 
coffee farm valued at $10,000. There 1s some 
little property at Canandaigua, which will be 
sold as soon as possible. Henry G. Johnson 
will probably go to Liberia to tuke charge of 
the estate. 


MIRTH INSTEAD OF RIOTS. 


The Queen City Decked Out with 
Banners and Garlands Instead of 
Bayonets. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 11, 1884.— Special to Trib- 
une.|—The sun rose this morning in all its 
giory to find the streets alive with happy and 
busy people. The railroads, steamers, and con- 
veyances of all kinds were crowded to their ut- 
most capacity. All were anxious to be the 
first to get suitable places for the day’s parade. 

The streets were alive with detachments of 
different organizations, bands of music, and 
marshals, ail marching here and there, forming 
the line tor one of the largest processions Cin- 
cinnati has ever witnessed.

Dr. Hatfield’s Views—Every Vote for St. 
John and Hobbs a Vote for Cleve- 
land and Harrison. 


CnIcaGo, Sept. 9.—[ Editor Chicago Journal.] 
Alt is generally conceded that the members of 
the Prohibition third party in Illinois are doing 
more to secure the electiog of Cleveland and 
Carter Harrison than they could possibly ac- 
complish by avowing themselves Democrats 
and openly codperating with that party. The 
absurd notion that temperance Democrats will 
jeopardize the success of their party by voting 
a Probibition ticket will be effectually disposed 
of within the next two months. Democrats 
may vote for temperance in someof the States 
in which they have nothing to lose, but not one 
in a hundred of them will vote for prohibition 
in Illinois. This assertion is based not only 
upon the bistory of the party in the past, but 
upon reliable information as to the actual con- 
dition of the politics of the State at the present 
time. 


Every vote cast for St. John and Hobbs ren- 
ders more probable the election of Cleve- 
land and Harrison. Their election means a 
tacit indorsement of the moral character of the 
bachelor of Buffalo and the supremacy of the 
whisky power in lllinois. To secure such a re- 
sult, the brewers, distillers, and liquor-dealers 
can well afford to pour out their money by 
tens of thousands of dollars, as they are now 
doing. And we ale told by the advocates of 
the third party that a carnivai of rum and row- 
dyism may not be a bad thing for the State and 
the country; that “things must be worse be- 
fore they can be better.“ Let the evils of in- 
temperance be aggravated until they become 
intoierable, and the people will rise in their in- 
dignant might and sweep them away. One 
wonders to what source sucb persons go for their 
system of ethics. It certainly is not to the 
„good old book.“ that forbids us to do evil 
that good may come.“ This proposal to re- 
move the evils of intemperanee by drunken- 
ness bears a close resemblance to the attempts 
that are made to justify young men ‘ip eow- 
ing their wild oats,”” and is of a piece 
with the maxim that ‘reformed rakes 
make the best husbands.“ Does it never oc- 
cur to those friends that, while we are promot- 
ing temperance by this patent process, drunk- 
ards will be multiplied as never before. The 
young man who sows his wild oats finds, sooner 
or later, that whatsoever a man sowetb that 
shall he reap.“ and the harvest he reaps is one 
of sorrow and death. The lecherous rake is 
far more likely to perish miserably in his cor- 
ruptions than to reformand become a good 
busband. 

It is surprising, too, that men do not see that 
temperance is not the only interest involved in 
the present political contest. I am content to 
leave questions of finance, a tariff, and taxa- 
tion to statesmen and political economists. 
There are matters of greater importance in 
which we are deeply interested, Chief among 
these is the question: How are the rights and 
interests of the colored people of the South to 
be affected by the approaching Presidential 
election? It is useless to exhort us to forget 
the past, or talk of an era of good feeling and 
fraternity, while our brother in black 
is robbed of his rights and spoiled by his op- 
pressors. Here are some facts that are patent 
to all men of average intelligence. The voters 
of this country are overwheimingly in favor of 
the party that saved the Nation and emanci- 
pated the slave. Were the citizens of tne South 
allowed to exercise the rights of freemen at 
the polls, and have an honest count of their 
ballots, there would hardly be any contest for 
the Presidency. The strength of the Demo- 
cratic party is mainly in the States that were 
once in rebellion. Many, if not most, of these 
States are stanchly Republican could an bon- 
est vote be polled. But the men of the South 
who were Rebels during the War and those 
who have inherited their priueiples do not dis- 
guise the fact that the negroes are not to be al- 
lowed to vote insuch numbers as to change the 
political complexion of any of the States. It 
is absurd to talk of harmony between the North 
and the South while thousands of persons are 
allowed to vote only as their former masters 
dictate. Unless the people of the country are 
hopelesly debased they are not ready to tura 
over the biack man tothe tender mercies of 
his oppressor. 

But it is asked. What has the Republican 
party done for the colored people ot the 
South?” We have not far to look for an an- 
swer. It has not done all that was desired. It 
bas not done all that some of us expected. 
There are serious practical difficulties in the 
way of securing to any class of people their 
rights when the States in which they are citi- 
zens are bent on withbolding those rights. The 
General Government may exert its constitu- 
tional powers to the utmost, and yet not be en- 
tirely successful in ita endeavors. But this is 
true: that about all that has been done to se- 
cure the political rights of the oppressed race 
has been done by the Republican party. And 
this matter is well understood by the colored 

ple themselves. They feel toward the Re- 
publican party today very much as they feit 
toward the Union soldiers from the North dur- 
ing the War. It was in vain that their masters 
told them “‘sore-head and dioody bones 
stories about the Abolition soldiers. It was to 
no purpose that they were told that the 
„% Yankees” would subject them to a slavery a 
thousand times worse than that from 
which they were sufferings In spite of 
those „ lng misrepresentations, wherever 
the boys in blue showed themselves in 
Dixie they were hailed by the blacks as friends 
and benefactors. No Union soldier was be- 
trayed by acolored man. Prisoners escaping 
from Andersonville or‘Libby found in these 
dark-skinned patriots friends and protectors, 
and im every slave-cabin a safe retreat. The 
colored people of the South are generally un- 
educated and with few sources of information, 
but they knew their friends, almost intuitively. 
No sopbistry can persuade them that they have 
no interest in the approaching election. The 
success of the Democratic party would fill the~ 
homes of thousands of these poor people with 
‘lamentations, and mourning, and | we 
would be to them a day of darkness and gloom 
such as they have not known for twenty years. 
It would carry sorrow and discouragement to 
the hearts of hundreds of che bravest and best 
men and women in the country who are toiling 
for the elevation of the freedmen. 

May God turn to foolishness the counsels of 
the bad men who despise and oppress the poor, 
and have mercy upon good men who unwitting- 
ly aid them in their iniquitous purposes.

ANOTUER HARBOR COLLISION. 

The schr Waneetee, in tow of the tug Annie L. 
Smith. was damaged to the extent of about §400 
while coming down the river. The accident oc- 
curred in the Soutn Branch, between Randolph and 
Madison streets. The Union Line props James 
Fisk Jr. and Waverly were lying at their dock near 
the foot of Washington street, the Fisk’s bow 
overlapping the stern of the Waverly. Just as the 
tug got abreast of the Waverly the latter com- 
meneced to work her wheel, causing the bow 
ot the Fisk to swing «at towards the middie 

of the channel, athwart the tug’s course. Fearing 
a collision the Captain of the tug threw off the line, 
casting his tow adrift, and ran his boat under the 
quarter of the schr Australia, whicb was lying on 
the opposit side. This left the Wanéetee in a help- 
less condition, and, as she was under considerable 
headway, she ran head on to the Fisk’s stern. The 
bow of the Waneetee was badly stove in on the 
starboard side, the rail, plankshear, and four 
strakes of plank being cut down. The propeller 
was not injured.

SMALL CRAFT. 

The work of raising the sunken tug Black Ball 
was commenced yesterday. Scows were placed on 
each side of her and she will be jacked up with 
chains. 

The wind was blowing fresh from the northward 
all day yesterday and a heavy sea was running out- 
side. Several vessels that left light early in the 
morning ran back for shelter. 

Capt. John Walsh was yesterday appointed mas- 
ter of the schr E. P. Royce. 

The schr George A. Marsh, which has been en- 
gaged in the lumber trade, was chartered yester- 
day to take a cargo of grain to Georgian Bay. The 
Marsh is a stanch little craft, but is almost too 
small to be profitably run as a grain-carrier. 

The tug International, with a complete wrecking 
outaét, bas gone to Lake Superior to raise the Can- 
adian schr W. R. Taylor, which ran on a rock and 
sank while entering Huron Bay last week. The 
schooner is loaded with 600 tons of railrvad tron, 
consigned to the Canadian Pacific Railway Com; 
pany. 

The schr Scotia, which went ashore at Agate 
Harbor, Lake Superior, last week, is in the dry- 
dock at Port Huron. The damage is confined to 
her bottom and it will cost $300 to repair it. 

Some time ago there was a break in the Brie 
Canal, and in order to repair the dumage the State 
officials found it necessary to destroy a coal-laden 
canalboat. The boat was owned by Smith & Davis 
of Buffalo, and they want the State to pay $2,500. 

The large buoy on Peninsula Point is out of post- 
tion and lying fiat instead of upright. Vessels 
should govern themselves accordingly. 

Since the opening of navigation six vessels have 
arrived here from Grindstone Island with granit 
paving stone. 

Capt. George McLeod, the well-known wrecking- 
master, was in port yesterday and left for Buffalo 
last evening. Capt. MeLeod is one of the most 
successful wrecking-masters on the lakes. He had 
charge of the release of the prop Joseph L. Hurd.

There were several other 
special and extraordinary offers to induce the 
general public to the belief that the Enterprise 
ese 22 aspired to become a broad-gaged ben- 
el rot the human riice, and these benevo- 
lent schemes were heralded by circulars, in the 
mailing of which half a dozen girls were busily 
engaged for weeks. The head of the E 
Company was a young man giving the 
assumed name of George Wilson. who 
rented Room 37 at No. % La Salle about the 
middle of April. There was also a venerabie- 


sing man who seemed to have an eq 
terest 
appear to be known. 
bave been a success almost from the start, and 
och pants of adjoining rooms state that they 
had been told by the girls who folded circulars 
that frequently as high as $500 a day was ro- 
ceived by mail, und the letter-carrier always 
came loaded with a huge bundle. But about 
the middle of June complaints began to come 
in that the Enterprise Company was more en- 
terprising in pocketing cash than it was 
in sending out its popular family 
nowspaper,“ its dictionaries, or its mag- 
nifg~ent prizes. It“ appears, in fact. 
tbat but one edidon of the Enterprise was ever 
mailed to eubseribers. Half a dozen large 
boxes containing the dictionary were received 
at the “company's” office, and it is believed 
that a number of these were distributed here 
and there. The complaints, however, became 
so humerous that the company issued more 
cirgulars explaining its delay in delivering the 
dictionary on the ground that the orders had 
been too numerous to keep up with the demand, 
and begging for a little indulgence. The 
“grand drawing,“ however, as set for June 
15, was postponed, it is sald, for exactly an op- 
posit reason—subscribers hadn't rolled in so 
extensively as anticipated, and therefore the 
day when subscribers were to be made 
happy with $1,000 checks was regretfully put 
at another date in the future. 

About this time, bowever, the real-estate 
firm which rented the room to Mr. Wilson and 
his venerable friend became aware of the nat- 
ure of their business. It is said that one of 
the girls who folded circulars leaned roman- 
tically toward a youthful clerk in the employ 
of the real-estate men, and in her gullelesness 
and inflocence gave the young man a circular 
witich told him of the fortu being given 
away 80 prodigally benenth that roof. 
This circular was shown to the firm, to whom 
a glance was sufficient. 4 visit was 
at once made to Room No. 37, and a 
not very polite invitation extended to the 
Enterprise people to pack up their traps 
and get out, or else expect a visit from a Post- 
Office Inspector. Wilson and his venerable 
partner stood not on the order of their going, 
but packed up their very slight stock of office 
furniture, coneisting of a desk and a few 
chairs, and left. Where they went no one 
seems to know. The Post-Office authorities 
seem to have drovped to their game about the 
same time. This was over two months ago, 
but oceasionally a victim straggles in. plaint- 
ively inquiring for his dictionary and the pros- 
pects for a grand cash prize. Lou are only 
one in a hundred that have been bere making 
inqguiries,”’ was said to a TRIBUNE reporter yes- 
terday by the occupant of an adjoining room. 
“I consider that Wilson and bis partner have 
worked one of the most profitabie games that 
has been run in this city for years. What 
have they made? I have no idea, but it must 
be far up in thé thousands of dollars.“ 


LIKE CATTLE. 
DISGUSTING CONDITION OF AN OVERCROWDED 
WEST-SIDE TENEMENT. 

A reporter for Tux TRIBUNE visited the house 
at No. 104 West Chicago avenue yesterday, the 
crowded condition of which had been the sub- 
ject of a report by the Tenement-House In- 
spectors the previous day. The inspectors 
state that nine*families live in one room in the 
basement. All these are Poles of recent ar- 
rival, and none of them speuk English. Seen 
from the street the house seems to consist of 
one-story and basement. It stands on a corner 
of the street close to the west approach to the 
Chicago avenue bridge, where the grading is 
very high. The block upon which tne house 
stands is of the natural grade, which makes a 
difference of fifteen or sixteen feet between it 
arid the level of the two streets, 

On close inspection what appears at a dis- 
tanee as the basement is seen to be only the 
first story. a part of which is beneath the level 
of the sidewalk. Between the front of the 
house and the basement proper a flight of 
rickety wooden steps leads down to the 
basement, which is reached by a side en- 
trance, This stair terminates at the bottom 
under the wooden sidewalk, which affords a 
sort of shelter overhead. The space beneath 
on two sides of the house is used asa yard. It 
was in a wretched state of disorder, filled with 
bay, rubbish, and plunder of every kind. En- 
trance to the basement was sige 4 effected by 
asking tora fictitious person who did not re- 
side there. Nothing but the nume was under- 
stood, and a general smile was provoked by the 
question. Quite a crowd came out of the room 
and blocked up the doorway. They appeared 
very jovial, notwithstanding the dirt, and 
seemed to be saying to one another: What 
ig be saying? What language is it? ete. 
Presently a woman escended the stairs, gave 
one or two calls, and returned with a boy about 
12 years old, who understood what was asked, 
ahd was used as an interpreter. He said the 
man did not jive there, and that only three 
families lived in the basement, 

While making the inquiries the reporter 
pressed into the moldy basement, and made a 
rapid inspection of the surroundings. Its di- 
mensions did. not exceed 18x20. On one side 
there were two cooking stoves, neither of 
which had any fire in it, and one was cov- 
ered with potatoes. In the end fronting on 
Chicago avenue there were two beds, the foot- 
boards of which almost touched each other. 
Two Other beds were similarly arranged against 
the enst wall,and there wasa mattress and 
some other bedding piled up in the northwest 
corner, which was close to the stove. Nothing 
in the shape of food was seen except potatoes, 
quantities of which were piled up in several 
parts of the room, always near some 
thing which could easily be identified 
us the property of the owner. About haifa 
bushel was found piled up in the middle of 
one of che beds. The bed was made of straw 
covered with dirty rags, A woman satin the 
middle of it, close to the potatoes, with a knife 
and pan, washing or peeling them. The chaik- 
marks, said by the inspectors to have been 
made on the floor to show the portions of space 
allotted to each family, were nowhere visible, 
2 they may have been under the dust anv 

irt. 

The place was as filthy as a cattle-pen, and 
the people seemed to have but little more in- 
telligence than animals. The reporter stood in 
the midst of the dirty, ragged children, whose 
faces were mottied with mud and dirt, whose 
hair looked asif it had never been combed. 
Some of it was matted together in all shapes, 
while other heads had been citpped, possibly 
with a pair of sheep-shears. In all there were 
sixteen children, five women, and three men 
standing in the room of the basement or about 
the door at that time. The men 
and women were barefooted and as 
duty as the children. While they 
denied that there were more than three 
families quartered there, it 18 quite probabie 
that they did so through fear of being dis- 
turbed by the authorities. Their good humor 
was apparently remarkable, and the circum- 
stances strong'y contradict the oid adage that 
two women can never live in peace under 
one root. 


| THE UNDERWRITERS. 
PAPERS READ AT THE CONCLUDING SESSIONS— 
OFFICERS ELECTED. 


Tune Fire Underwriters’ Association began its 
Second day's session with the reports of the 
State Boards, which showed a general increase 
of local boards and a fairly satisfactory condi- 
tion of the organizations. 


A paper on Rates and Coinsurance was 
read by W. F. Fox of Milwaukee, in which be 
advocated the adoption of the coinsurance 
clause by all companies. 

The Committee on Rates for Dwellings 
recommended a greactiy increased tariff 
on small and on costly dwellings and an in- 
‘crease on all dwellings, as the present rates 
were considered too low. 

A paper ou Incendiarism,”’ by Milo R. Law- 
rence, closed the morning session. During the 
last year, he said, the loss by fire was in excess 
of $100,000,000, resulting from 20,489 fires. It 
was estimated that one-third of ali fires were 
caused by incendiarism, and probably two- 
‘fifths of the annua: waste was the result of 
crime. Geographically, Georgia in the num- 

bor of her incendiary fires exceeded the entire 
West. New York exceeded the New England 
States, and Indiana the combined incendiary 
fires of Pennsylvania, Iowa. Kansas, and Cali- 
fornia. The replacing of the policy of abso- 
dute indemnity with a policy dividing loss be- 
tween the assured and the companies wus ad- 
vised as the only practical remedy toward re- 
‘ducing the annual loss from this source of 
$40,000,000. The honest insurer would then no 
longer be required to pay à tribute to crime in 
higber premiums. 

At the afternoon session W. R. Freeman of 
‘Chicago gave an address on logs and lumber 
from the insurance standpoint, and was fol- 
-lowed by J. T. Dargan, who took up the differ- 
ence between the fire hazard in Europe and in 
the United Staies. 

The Committee on the Three-Quarters Clause 
Suggested that the entire fire-insurance system 

be reconstructed upon the basis of a joint 
adoption of tne coinsurance and three-quarter 
_Clauses. A general discussion followed the re- 
port., in which opinions seemed about equally 
divided between the two clauses. 

The annua! election of officers resulted in the

THE LOTTERY CASES. 
CONVICTION OF ONE OFFENDER—PLEAS OF 
NOT GUILTY. 

Judge Barnum took up the lottery cases yes- 
terday, but asmany of the witnesses were ab- 
sent from the city only three of the thbirty- 
three cases were disposed of. Officer Baer's 
testimony locating the dens where he found 
the lotteries and policy games running was 
given in too straightforward a manner to be 
gainsaid, and no effort was made by the de- 
fense to impeach bim. That passed, and jury 
trial waived, the attorney for the lottery-men 
asked the court to look upon the lottery game 
as he would on an ordinary bet on a horse-race 
or the chances of a candidate's election to 
office. Assistant State-Attorney lagham asked 
the court to conyict under the count in the in- 
dictment for the setting up of a lottery and the 
selling of lottery tickets. A particular case 
was selected and Edward Early was put on 
trial. It was explained that the lottery game, 
as conducted by Early, consisted of the 
manipuiation of numbers on which chances 
were taken by tne buyer. The figures from 
one to seventy were put into a glass wheol 
which was whirled rapidly about for a few 
seconds. Then twelve figures were drawn hap- 
bazard from the wheel, the purcbaser having 
previously bought a guess that a certain four 
figures would be among the twelve drawn from 
the wheel. If three of the four guessed should 
actually be among the twelve drawn from the 
seventy the purchaser of a chance would be 
entitled to a gic or money pot containing 
about $5. The chances in his favor are about 
one inathousand. The question was raised 
that the ordinary game of policy is not a lot- 
tery, but the court ruled that the objection 
made to aconviction on the ground that the 
scheme for getting money on these numbers 
was not a lottery but a bet would not hold. 
It was claimed that that mode of taking 
it as a bet would relieve the trick 
of the odium of the _ criminality of 
a lottery, but this case differed very 
widely from the ordinary betting on a horse- 
race, asin such a case there were the ad- 
vantages to the better arising from his experi- 
ence in the running speed of horses the 
chance always reinforced by the skill and ex- 
perience of the better. But in the case of pure 
lottery there was no show for him who put bis 
money up except in the chance itself. The 
man puys for-his chance outright, and his tick- 
et is all he has. Even before the wheel is 
turned his money is gone, it is no longer his, 
it is in the hands of his adversary. Every lot- 
tery included a bet and also the price of the 
ticket paid down absolutely, the company, now 
and herein hand having the spot cash for the 
man's chance, itself running no risk whatever. 
The offense, therefore. was against the people 
of the State, and he must find Early guilty. 
Judge Barnum will sentence Early today. 

J. H. Hurd was tried and tound not guilty, 
and a plea of not guilty was entered in Fred 
Erby’s case. B. Frank Moore, Dalzell, and 
Fred Erby have closed their shops and quit 
business. 


FIRE ENGINEERS 
INSPECTING EXHIBITS AND TESTS AND VISITING 
THE STATE FAIR. 

The National Association of Fire Engineers 
resumed its session yesterday morning. The 
program for the day was the inspection of the 
various exhibits and tests. In the afternoon a 
drive to the State Fair via Washington boule- 
vard and Gartield Park wus indulged in. In 
the evening the visiting of insurance patrol 
quarters and an exhibition drill filled out the 
program. 

The appointment of the following fire engi- 
neers as acommittee to attend the exhibits 
and tests and report thereon was made: W. 
Strekell, Nashville, Tenn., Chairman; C. 
O’Shey, New York; A. L. Hamilton, Chilli 
cothe, O.; C. Kahn, Dallas, Tex.; and E. Hughes, 
Louisville, Ky. The meeting then adjourned 
until 2 O clock. and the committee started on 
their work. The vicinity of No. 1 Engine- 
house, corner of Franklin and Albany streets, 
was the scene of the outdoor exhibits. These 
consisted in a shop-wagon containing samples 
of portable extinguishers, lamps, torches, bells, 
hose-pipes, nozzles, gongs, patent door-open- 
ers, etc. Chemical engines, trucks, etc., were 
also submitted. Then came an exhibition of 
two ladders used by the Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment, The first, seventy-five feet in length, 
was raised in _ forty-five seconds, and 
the other, fifty feet long, was raised 
in twenty-eight seconds. A thirty-six-foot lad- 
der witb a man ascending it while it was being 
raised was erected in twenty-eight seconds, and 
in another attempt it was done in twenty-one 
seoonds. The next display was that of a fire- 
escape and stand-pipe. That on the building 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy offices 
was used, and two steamers applied to the pipe. 
A one-and-a-baif-incb stream was tbrown from 
a fifty-foot section on top of the building. 
Some automatic sprinklers and hand-grenades 
were next shown. An automatic fire-escape 
was next exhibited, the Newsboys’ Home being 
used to experiment on. This consisted of a 
pulley attached to the ceiling of a room, 
through which an iron cable ran. A belt was 
attached to a man, and he was let down gently 
to the ground, the speed of his descent being 
regulated by a governor attached to the pulley. 

At2 o'clock the committee resumed their 
work, while the rest of the engineers boaracd 
hacks and drove to the State Fair. 

In the evening the engineers, baving returned 
from their drive to the fair, visited Bullwinkle's 
insurance patrol. Here the various apparati 
was examined. An exhibition drill was made 
and the workings of .the patrol shown and ex- 
piained. This concluded the work of the asso- 
ciation for the day. Today the engineers drive 
out to Pullman at half-past 9 o'clock. They re- 
turn through Jackson and South Parks, and 
the boulevard. 


A SALESWOMAN. 
TROUBLE WHICH GREW OUT OF BEN ANDREWS’ 
REGARD. 

Mrs. Sarah Andrews, who keeps a Yankee- 
notion store at No. 361 State street, advertised 
last October for a saleswoman. Miss Petrie 
Kramer of Humboldt Park saw the advertise- 
ment and secured the job at a salary of $6a 
week. Miss Petrie, who is young and good- 
looking, gained the esteem of her employer 
and was courted' by Ben Andrews, the 18- 
year-old son of Mrs. Andrews. The infatuated 
young man took the girl to the panorama and 
Hooley’s Theatre, and made her many presents. 
The proprietress of the establishment, not 
knowing of Ben’s liberality to the girl, and 
noticing that she had in ber possession some 
goods that should have been in stock in the 
store, caused the arrest of Petrie, and she was 
held to the Criminal Court by Justice 
Meech. She had a jury trial yester- 
day in Judge Shepard's court. The 
evidence showed that Petrie had borrowed 
a pair of 50-cent gloves from Mrs. Andrews 
which she had never returned, and that she 
had carried to her home in Humboldt Park 
nine yards of silk and two jersey sacques 
which bad been presented to her by the liberal 
Ben. The girl testified to bad conduct on the 
part of Ben Andrews; three times he had em- 
braced her and made improper proposals to 
her, and the last time he did this she was so 
frightened by his threats that instead of stay- 
ing in her room over the store, as was her in- 
tention, sbe walked home to Humboldt Park at 
2a. m., not having a nickel with which to pay 
ber car-fare. She said she was atraid to stay 
at the store after that on account of the im- 
moral inclinations of the young man, his 
mother having told the witness that Ben epent 
all his money in dens of infamy, and his even- 
ings in the company of bad women. The jury 
returned a verdict of not guilty. 


TELEGRAPHIC CHANGES. 
THE BALTIMORE & OHIO’S WITHDRAWAL FROM 
THE THREE-LINE COMBINATION. 

Rumors were in circulation all yesterday 
afternoon that the Baltimore & Ohio Tele- 
graph Company had withdrawn from the 
United-Line Pool. The rumors were conif-mea 
by dispatches from New York intimating that 
the Baltimore & Ohio had threatened to with- 
draw unless the Bankers’ & Merchants’ Com- 
pany made an immediate settlement of its lia- 
bilities. 

Superintendent Tenblin of the Baltimore & 
Ohio stated that a conference was in progress 
at New York, and that the Baltimore & Ohio 
had practically witharawn from the pool. He 
expected to hear any moment that the matter 
had been consummated. The reason for the 
withdrawal was the inability of the Bankers’ & 
Merchants’ to fulfill its obligations. 

Superintendent Parker ot the Postal Tele- 
graph & Cable Company received a dispatch 


the 
Baltimore & Ohio had declared the pool termi- 
nated as far as it was coucerned, and instruct- 
ing him to take charge of all the lines of the 
two companies from Cleveland to St. Louis. 


He at once acted on his instructions and com- 
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municated with the representatives of the 

Baltimore & Ohio and Bankers’ & Merchants’. 

It is understood that the Baltimore & Ohio 
refused to band over the charge of affairs at 
St. Louis until Mr. Parker produced bis official 
instructions. These he was expecting imme- 
diately. 

Mr. Pettit of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ had 
received no instruc from the New York 
office beyond Manager message to Su- 
perintendent Parker. 


THE STOREY CASE. 

MR. A. L. PATTERSON COURTS INVESTIGATION, 
BUT NOT BY SEPTIMIUS VATER OR WILLIAM 
HENRY SMITH. 

Yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock was the 
hour fixed by Judge Knickerbocker for final 
disposition of the petition of Mrs. Storey to 
have an examiner appointed to overhaul the 
business affairs of the Chicago Times, and or 
Mr. Storey generally, for the discovery of 
alleged mismanagement on the partof Austin 
L. Patterson. It was expected that the ques- 
tion of appeal from the conservatorship pro- 
ceeding in the Probate Court to the Circuit Court 
would also be passed upon. At the appointed 
hour, however. Judge Trumbull was absent 
and Mr. Asay requested an adjournment. Judge 
Knickerbocker finally set the matters for 4 
o'clock, but at that hour ali of the parties con- 
cerned asked that the matters might go over 
until 12 o'clock today, agreeing to be in readi- 
ness at that how. 

The only new feature in the case was the 
filing by Mr. Goudy of an affidavit by Austin L. 
Patterson expressing complete willingness to 
have hie management of the Times and Mr. 
Storey’s affairs investigated on behalf of Mrs. 
Storey by Judge Trumbull ana Mr. Asay and 
any expert bookkeeper or printer resident in 
Chicago. But Mr. Patterson objects to Septim- 
jus Vater as such cxaminer, alleging that he 
is a non-resident, and that be has had no traia- 
ing to qualify him to examine into such a large 
business as that carried on by the Times: also 
that he (Vater) was selected and called to Chi- 
cago by a telegram sent at the instance of Will- 
jam Henry Smith and William Penn Nixon, and 
that the object was to place bim in the Cbi- 
cago Times establishment as @ permanent 
bookkeeper, with the purpose ot displacing 
Patterson as business manager as soon as the 
said Vater should become sufficiently ac- 
quainted with the business to dispense with his 
services. Mr. Patterson beheves that Vater 
is in Mrs. Storey’s employ; that his examina- 
tion would be unfair, made with the view of 
ousting Patterson as manager and as conserv- 
ator regardless of the grounds. The affidavit 
continues: 

And the deponent objects to the appoint- 
ment of William Henry Smith to make such ex- 
amination, because, as be says upon information 
and belief, the said William Heury Smith will 
be unable to make the examination in person, 
but will merely select and appoint the person to 
conduct such examination, He further says, 
upon information and belief, that the said Will- 
iam Henry Smith is astockholder in the name of 
his son in the Inter-Ocean and is interested ad- 
versely to the Chicago Times in that enter- 
prise. And the deponent further says that said 
William Heury Smith advised Mrs. Storey on or 
about the Ist of July not to make any dis- 
closure to the deponent of the suspicions ex- 
isting about his management, and that, acting 
under such advice, Mrs. Storey withdrew an 
authority she had granted to Judge Tree to 
make such examination on the condition that 
he first informed Mr. Patterson of any sus- 
picions or charges against him, and deponent 
believes that the object of William Henry 
Smith in giving such advice was to prevent a 
fair investigation into the business manage- 
ment of the deponent, and to procure his re- 
moval from the position he then occupied. 

And deponent says as an additional reason 
why William Henry Smith should not be desig- 
nated that since these proceedings commenced 
he has received letters from William Henry 
Smith, threatening and abusive in their char- 
acter, and indicative of a hostile feeling to him, 
and he believes said William Henry Smith isa 
personal enemy, and wiil make use of his posi- 
tion, if appointed, to unjustly smirch the 
reputation and character of deponent. 

** Deponent further says that the managers 
of the Inter-Ocean have at different times ex- 
hibited personal hostility and rivalry to the 
Chicago Times, and its owner and manage- 
meat, and the deponent believes that if any 
investigation should be made by William 
Henry Smith it would be conducted in the in- 
terest of the Inter-Ocean, and that the informa- 
tion obtained would be used to the injury of 
the Jimes. And the deponent most earnestly 
protests against the appointment of the said 
William Henry Smith or of Septimius Vater.” 

Mr. Patterson suggests the following persons 
as satisfactory to himself as examiners: Her- 
mann Kaster, editor of the Staats-Zeitung; 
Joseph Medill, editor of THe Tripune; Alfred 
Cowles, business manager of THE TRIBUNE; 
Andrew Shuman, editor of the Evening Jour- 
nal, or John R. Wilson, publisher of the same 
paper; Martin J. Russell, editor of the Herald; 
or any person selected by Marder, Luse & Co., 
or Barnhart Bros. & Spindler, firms engaged 
in the business of selling supplies of printers 
and newspapers. 


LAND-OWNERS 
PARK OBJECT TO BEING CHEATED 
OUT OF THEIR PROPERTY. 

In May of 1883 the Village of Hyde Park 
passed an ordinance for opening and extending 
Ewing avenue to Harbor avenue. The usual 
condemnation proceedings were begun, and in 
the petition it was claimed that the Calumet & 
Chicago Canal & Dock Company owned a large 
part of the land to be condemned. The only 
other defendants were unknown owners.“ 
In due course of time a verdict for $11,290 was 
rendered in favor of the Calumet company and 
for $10,000 in favor of ** unknown owners.” 
Yesterday a bill was filed in the Circuit Court 
by Martin and Louis Hanesier, Martin Bebn 
Sr., Martin Behn Jr., William Behn, August 
Hemke, and Fred. Meirendorf, in which they 
claim to be the owners of the land taken for 
the street-opening, and claim to have had open 
and exclusive possession of it for years; that 
the proceedings were fraudulently pushed 
through; that tne publication notice was made 
in an obscure paper; and that they only learned 
a few days ago of the full extent of the fraud 
practicea on them. Their land is worth $165,- 
000, and has been damaged $36,500. They have 
been offered 520.000 indirectly if they would 
let the street go through. Not wishing to fight 
a corporation they gave their permission, but 
have since learned they can only legally get 
$10,000. They fear if the town goes on to col- 
lect the assessment they will never get any 
more, and they now ask that the condemnation 
proceedings be set aside, and the village pre- 
vented from taking their property. 


TAX-FERRETING. 
VAN PELT WILL APPEAL TO THE STATE BOARD 
OF EQUALIZATION. 

County Commissioners Van Pelt and Senne 
will go to Springfield Monday for the purpose 
of submitting the report of the County Com- 
mittee on Equalization to the State Board of 
Equalization. Van Pelt has drawn up a some- 
what lengthy sereed, which he will present to 
the board upon his own responsibility, setting 
forth that the assessment in certain parts of 
Cook County is anything but satisfactory, and 
that the committee is prepared to fur- 
nish a list of corporations and firms 
that have either not been assessed 
at all or assessed atasuspiciously low figure. 
This screed will be supplemented bya list of 
names of firms and corporations made out by 
Van Pelt's tax ferrets as having been inade- 
quately assessed. These same cases were be- 
iore the County Board Committee on Equali- 
zation, but after the parties in question had 
been summoned before the committee by Van 
Pelt, he failed after the most rigid examina- 
tion to make anything like a case against them 
or the assessor (Mr. Frank Drake), whom he 
was trying to put in a false light before the 
public. . 


A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


A Man Impaled by a Bar of Red-Hot 
Iron. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 11.—(Special. |— 
This afternoon, at the South Tredgar Iron & 
Nail Works, the mill bands were at work run- 
ning the bar iron through the roller in order 
to make long rods from which railroad spikes 
are made. Thomas Griffiths was at work on 
one side ofa roller, and the bar was nearly 
rolled to the proper size, when it was returned 
to his side through the roller. It came with 
considerable velocity, which caused bis 
hands to slip, and before be could 
get out of the way the red-hot bar 
was thrust through the abdomen, entering the 
cavity. His terrible screams brought all the 
men to bis assistance, and he was immediately 
taken to his home. His clothing was burned 
through, and his body where the red-hot iron 
entered was charred and torn. All that med- 
ical skill could accomplish was done to relieve 
his excruciating agony. The man is suffering 
terribly, and the circumstances of his condi- 
tion are such as to indicate that he will be 
dead in a few hours. Griffiths was a popular 
man and had the respect of all who knew him.

MURDERED BY HIS WIFE. 


The Death of the Attorney-General 
of Liberia Not an Accident. 

Rochester (N. V.) Dispatch to New York 
Tribune: The death of Henry W. Johnson, 
Attorney-General of the Republic of Liberia, 
Africa, was chronicled by the Post-Ezpress in 
March, when it was reported that be had died 
in consequence of an accident. From a letter 
just received by Henry G. Johnson & Son of 
this city it ts learned that Mr. Johnson was 
murdered by his wife while chiding ber for 
her unfaithfulness. The dead man was of 
great attainments. He was born in Vermont 
and was 62 years of age. He lived for a con- 
siderable time in Canandaigua, Ontario County, 
where he studied law. In 1866 be went to 
Liberia as agent for the New Jersey Coioniza- 
tion Society and two years later be was made 
Attorney-General. In 1868 he was in- 
trusted with a mission to England to 
negotiate a loan of $500,000 for the 
Liberian Government, and he had an audi- 
ence with Queen Victoria. One of bis daugb- 
ters is the wife of Thaddeus N. Williams, Seo- 
retary of the Interior of Liberia, and the other 
of H. W. Witherspoon. Mr. Johnson's first 
wife died in Liberia, and about three years ago 
he married Hester Simpson, age 32. It is as- 
serted that the woman married him in order to 
gain possession of his property, which consist- 
ed of a coffee plantation of 1,500 acres. A letter 
from Mrs. Williams says: His wife’s mother 
made her boast to my husband and others that 
ber daughter would kill old Johnson in less 
than six months and be banged for him. He 
forbade her having any man sleep in his house 
during his absence. Her own pride ought to 
have told her better. She bid bold defiance to 
his orders and got a man to sleep 
the house while father was absent attending 
the Supreme Court. Fatber was so excited that 
he did not stop to tell us, but started directly 
for home. On his arrival of course he went 
to inquire into the matter. This she would 
not tolerate and commenced upon him. It was 
proved that he only struck her in self-defense. 
He told her that he wanted no disturbance, but 
could not tolerate her as his wife any longer. 
Her reply was that she would leave that 
house only upon his dead body. After she 
pushed father out of the piazza he caught her 
and pulled her after him. Then many of 
father’s friends went to his relief, and all they 
could do was to keep ber from shooting him. 
He died soon after, and his wife was convicted 
of manslaughter, after an able prosecution of 


two trials, the first occupying five days and the 


second seven days. She was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life.“ 

The letter also states that Mr. Johnson left a 
coffee farm valued at $10,000. There 1s some 
little property at Canandaigua, which will be 
sold as soon as possible. Henry G. Johnson 
will probably go to Liberia to tuke charge of 
the estate.

The Queen City Decked Out with 
Banners and Garlands Instead of

CINCINNATI, Sept. 11, 1884.— Special to Trib- 
une.|—The sun rose this morning in all its 
glory to find the streets alive with happy and 
busy people. The railroads, steamers, and con- 
veyances of all kinds were crowded to their ut- 
most capacity. All were anxious to be the 
first toget suitable places for the day’s parade.

FOOLISH PROHIBITIONISTS. 


Dr. Hatfield’s Views—Every Vote for St. 
John and Hobbs a Vote for Cleve- 
land and Harrison. 


’ 

CHICAGO, Sept. Lane Chicago Journal.] 
lt is generally conceded that the members of 
the Prohibition third party in Illinois are doing 
more to secure the election of Cleveland and 
Carter Harrison than they could possibly ac- 
complish by avowing themselves Democrats 
and openly cohperating with that party. The 
absurd notion that temperance Democrats will 
jeopardize the success of their party by voting 
a Prohibition ticket will be effectually disposed 
of within the next two months. Democrats 
may vote for temperance in some of tbe States 
in which they bave nothing to lose, but not one 
in a hundred of them will vote for prohibition 
in Illinois. This assertion is based not only 
upon the history of the party iu the past, but 
upon reliable information as to the actual con- 
dition of the politics of the State at the present 
time. 

Every vote cast for St. John and Hobbs ren- 
ders more probable the election of Cleve- 
land and Harrison. Their election means a 
tacit indorsement of the moral character of the 
bachelor of Buffalo and the supremacy of the 
whisky power in lilinois. To secure such a re- 
sult, the brewers, distillers, and liquor-dealers 
can well afford to pour out their money by 
tens of thousands of dollars, as they are now 
doing. And weafe told by the advocates of 
the third party that a carnivai of rum and row- 
dyism may not be a bad thing for the State and 
the country; that “things must be worse be- 
fore they can be better.” Let the evils of in- 
temperance be aggravated until they become 
intoierable, and the people will rise in their in- 
dignant might and sweep them awgy. One 
wonders to what source sucb persons go for their 
system of ethics. It certainly is not to the 
„good old book,“ that forbids us to do evil 
that good may come.“ This proposal to re- 
move the evils of intemperanee by drunken- 
ness bears a close resemblance to the attempts 
that are made to justify young men in so- 
ing their wild oats,”’ and is of a piece 
with ‘the maxim that “reformed rakes 
make the best husbands.“ Does it never oc- 
cur to those friends that, while we are promot- 
ing temperance by this patent process, drunk- 
ards will be multiplied as never before. The 
young man who sows his wild oats finds, sooner 
or later, that whatsoever a man “‘soweth that 
shall he reap.“ and the harvest be reaps is one 
of sorrow and death. The lecherous rake is 
far more likely to perish miserably in his cor- 
ruptions than to reform and become a good 
busband. 

It is surprising, too, that men do not see that 
temperance is not the only interest involved in 
the present political coniest. I am content to 
leave questions of finance, a tariff, and taxa- 
tion to statesmen and political economists. 
There are matters of greater importance in 
which we are deeply interested. Chief among 
these is the question: How are the rights and 
interests of the colored people of the South to 
be affected by the approaching Presidential 
election? It is useless to exhort us to forget 
the past, or talk ol an era of good feeling and 
fraternity, while our brother in black 
is robbed of his rights and spoiled by his op- 
pressors. Here are some facts that are patent 
to all men of average intelligence. The voters 
of this country are overwhelmingly in favor of 
the party that saved the Nation and emenci- 
pated the slave. Were the citizens of tne South 
niiowed to exercise the rights of freemen at 
the polls, and have an honest count of their 
ballots, there would hardly be any contest for 
the Presidency. The strength of the Demo- 
cratic party is mainly in the States that were 
once in rebellion. Many, if not most, of these 
States are stanchiy Republican could an hon- 
est vote be polled. But the men of the South 
who were Rebels during the. War and those 
who bave inherited theirprinciples do not dis- 
jruise the fact that the negroes are not to be al- 
lowed to vote iu such numbers as to change the 
political complexion of any of the States. It 
is absurd to talk of harthony between the North 
and the South while thousands of persons are 
allowed to vote only as their former masters 
dictate. Unless the people of the country are 
hopelesly debased they are not ready to turn 
over the biack man tothe tender mercies of 
his oppressor. 

But it is asked. What has the Republican 
party done for the colored people ot the 
South?“ We have not far to look for an an- 
wor. It has not done all that was desired. It 

has not done all that some of us expected. 
There are serious practical difficulties in the 
way of securing to any ciass of people their 
rights when the States in which they are citi- 
zens are bent on withbolding those rights. The 
General Government may exert its constitu- 
tional powers to the utmost, and yet not be en- 
tirely successful in ita endeavors. But this is 
true: that about all that bas been done to se- 
cure the political rights of the oppressed race 
has been done by the Republican party. And 
this matter is well understood by the colored 
people themselves. They feel toward the Re- 
publican party today very much as they feit 
toward the Union soldiers from the North dur- 
ing the War. It was in vain that their masters 
told them “sore-head and. bloody bones 
stories about the Abolition soldiers. It was to 
no purpose that they were told that the 
„% Yankees”’ would subject them to a slavery a 
thousand times worse than that from 
which they were suffering. In spite of 

lying misrepresentations, wherever 
the boys in blue showed themselves in 
Dixie they were hailed by the blacks as friends 
and benefactors. No Union soldier was be- 
trayed by a colored man. Prisoners escaping 
from Andersonville or Libby found in these 
dark-skinned patriots friendsand protectors, 
and in every slave-cabin a safe retreat. The 
colored people of the South are generally un- 
educated and with few sources of information, 
but they knew their friends, almost intuitively. 
No sophistry can persuade them that they have 
no interest in the approaching election. The 
success of the Democratic party would fill the 
homes of thousands of these poor people with 
‘lamentations, and mourning, and wo.“ It 
would be to them a day of darkness and gloom 
such as they have not known for twenty years. 
It would carry sorrow and discouragement to 
the hearts of hundreas of the bravest and best 
men and women in the country who are toiling 
for the elevation of the treedmen. 

May God turn to foolishness the counsels of 
the bad men who despise and oppress the poor, 
and have mercy upon good men who unwitting- 
ly aid them in their iniquitous purposes.

ANOTUER HARBOR COLLISION. 

The schr Waneetee, in tow of the tug Annie L. 
Smith. was damaged to the extent of about 6400 
while coming down the river. The sccident oc- 
curred in the Soutn Branch, between Randolph and 
Madison streets. The Union Line props James 
Fisk Jr. and Waverly were lying at their dock near 
the foot of Washington street, the Fisk's bow 
overlapping the stern of the Waverly. Just as the 
tug got abreast of the Waverly the latter com- 
menced to work her wheel, causing the bow 
ot the Fisk to swing at towards the middie 
of the channel, athwart the tug’s course. Fearing 
a collision the Captain of the tug threw off the line, 
casting his tow adrift. and ran his boat under the 
quarter of the schr Australia, whicb was lying on 
the opposit side. This left the Waneetee in a help- 
less condition, and, as she was under considerable 
headway, she ran head on to the Fisk's stern. The 
bow of the Waneetee was badly stove in on the 
starboard side, the ral, plankshear, and four 
strakes of plank being cutdown. The propeller 
was not injured. 

THE UNDERWRITERS. 
A formal meeting of the underwriters interested 
in the cargo pool insurance comparies was held 
today at the office of Smith & Davis to consider the 
question of advancing rates. A discussion was had 
of the matter in hand, but no result arrived at. 
Another meeting is to be beld this morning. Sev- 
eral of the underwriters stated that there was no 
probability of any immediate advance in rates. 
SMALL CRAFT. 

The work of raising the sunken tug Black Ball 
was commenced yesterday. Scows were placed on 
each side of her and she will be jacked up with 
chains. 

The wind was blowing fresh from the northward 
all day yesterday and a heavy sea was running out- 
side. Several vessels that left light early in the 
morning ran back for sbeiter. 

Capt. John Walsb was yesterday appointed mas- 
ter of the schr E. P. Koyce. 

The schr George A. Marsh, which has been en- 
gaged in the lumber trade, was chartered yester- 
day to take a cargo of grain to Georgian Bay. The 
Marsh is a stanch little craft, but is almost too 
small to be profitably run as a grain-carrier. 

The tug International, with e complete wrecking 
outat, bas gone to Lake Superior to raise the Can- 
adian schr W. R. Taylor, which ran on a rock and 
sank while entering Huron Bay last week. The 
schooner is loaded with 600 tons of railrvad iron, 
consigned to the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. 

The schr Scotia, which went ashore at Agate 
Harbor, Lake Superior, last week, is in the dry- 
dock at Port Huron. The damage is confined to 
her bottom and it will cost $300 to repair it. 

Some time ago there was a break in the Erie 
Canal, and in order to repair the dumage the State 
officials found it necessary to destroy a coal-laden 
canalboat. The boat was owned by Smith & Davis 
of Buffalo, and they want the State to pay $2,500. 

The large buoy on Peninsula Point is out of post- 
tion and lying fiat instead of upright. Vessels 
should govern themselves accordingly. 

Since the opening of navigation six vessels have 
arrived here from Grindstone Island with granit 
paving stone. 

Capt. George McLeod, the well-known wrecking- 
master, was in port yesterday and left for Buffalo 
last evening. Capt. MeLeod is oneof the most 
successful wrecking-masters on the lakes. He had 
charge of the release of the prop Joseph L. Hurd. 

The Globe Iron-Works at Cleveland are preparing 
to build another monster iron steamer on the 
model of the William Chisholm, which has not yet 
completed her first roundtrip. Her keel will be 
laid this month.

Buyers were taking hold fairly 
yesterday and prices were sensibly firmer all 
around, while for prime grades of cheese an ad- 
vance on last week’s prices of Mlle was realized, 
full cream cheddar shapes being held at 94¢@10c. 
The recent hot weather has seriously damaged 
thousands of boxes of cheese, with the result that 
there is just now a comparative scarcity of fine 
goods, 

The wholesale markets generally showed in- 
creased activity. There is an increasing attend- 
ance of country buyers and freer fllow of mail and 
telegraph orders. The general tenor of prices is 
firmer. Groceries are active, with sugars firm and 
most other lines steady. There was only slight 
improvement in the demand for dried fruits and 
canned goods. Fish also remains quiet. The but- 
ter and cheese markets were more active and much 
firmer, under the influence of cool weather. Cheese 
is held “@%c higher. than last week. The oil 
trade continues active, with prices ruling firm. 
Linseed is still weak. Coal and pig-iron were dull. 
Hay was in rather liberal receipt, and the ship- 
ments were light, but there was a good local in- 
quiry for choice grades, which were quite firm, 
Eggs continue firm at 14½ le, the outside price 
being paid for small lots. Hides, tallow, and wool 
were reported steady at quotations. Green fruits 
were in fair request and steady. Potatoes were 
dull. Poultry was in lighter supply, anda slight 
improvement was noted. Game was in moderate 
request and steady. Broom-corn was steady and 
whisky firm on the basis of $1.12 for the raw spirits. 

A box of corn collected from stations on the Iowa 
Division of the Illinois Central Railroad was ex- 
hibited on Change yesterday. It was expressly 
stated not to have been selected, except as regards 
distance, a sample being gathered at equal inter- 
vale of a few miles all along the road. The appear- 
ance is very fine, and warrants the belief that the 
corn crop is practically assured. We may note 
here that the report by the National Department of 
Agriculture, which was published yester- 
day, is compiled from observations made 
Sept. 1. The weather since then has been 
simply gorgeous for corn, and there need be no 
fear that a large crop will not be gathered. News 
is received here that corn is already being cut 
farther south, the intention being to have it ready 
to ship in October. One sample was offered yester- 
day to arrive next month at 45c. Samples of new 
corn were received here yesterday from the entire 
length Of the Missouri Pacificsystem. They show 
up spléndidly and no damage can be done by frost. 
In fact frost would be benefictal. 

Prime is reported to say that the corn crop of 
the United States this year will aggregate nearly 
2,000,000,000 bu, and that plenty of it will be moved 
in October, though it will not necessarily grade 
No. 2 then.

St. Louis telegraphed hither yesterday the news 
that millers and exporters by the river route were 
the chief buyers of wheat in thatcity.
